with honors in 1959 


Moyers is perhaps best known for his 
role as key assistant to the late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, an 
association which began when Johnson 
was then Senate Majority Leader 

Moyers first served in Johnson's 
Washington office and in 1960 became 
his executive assistant during the 
presidential election campzign 

BEFORE GOING TO the White 
House, Moyers was instrumental in 
organizing the U.S. Peace Corps. When 
the late President John F. Kennedy 
named him deputy director of the 
Peace Corps, he became one of the 


youngest men ever to receive a 
presidential appointment requiring 
Senate confirmaton 

Moyers joined the Johnson staff as a 
special assistant in 1963; a year later, 
he became the President's 
administrative chief of staff, and in 1965 
he took on additional duties as 
presidential press secretary 

HE CURRENTLY is editor-in-chief of 
a weekly public affairs series on life in 
America, sill Moyers’ Journal, 
which is carried by some 200 stations of 
the Public Broadcasting Service

Voter approval of the levy will enable 
COTA to buy the Columbus Transit 
Company, improve service and end the 
present transit crisis here 


“IT REGARD THE COTA program as 
the only possible way to prevent the 
collapse of public transportation in the 
region,’ Mayor Mooay said 


“The Columbus Transit Company is 
poing out of business on June 30,"' the 
mayor said. ‘‘Unless COTA can 
purchase the assets of the CTC, those 
assets will be sold off and the Central 
Ohio region will be the only major 


urban area in the country without 
public transportation.’ 

The COTA tax levy will be in effect 
only for three years. During those three 
years the COTA Board of Trustees has 
pledged to look for and find more 
palatable sources of revenue than the 
property tax. 


“LOSS OF the public transportation 
system here would put a stopper on the 
continued growth of the Columbus 
area,” Mayor Moody said. 

Persuading any new business - large 
or small - to move into an area without 
a transit system would be difficult." 

Passage of the COTA levy is a 
matter of vital interest to everyone in 
the region.’

1 CAN remember when gasoline was 12 cents a gallon. That 
was before every level of government got on the highway- 


building thing as a 


permanent way of life. Today we are 


slowly coming around to the realization that tooling around 
from red light to red light, one each in a 5,000 pound car with 
400 horses drinking gas under the hood, squealing tires, 
making’ deadly fumes and using up petrol reserves can hardly 
be called the sport it once was. 

ANY ONE of four separate problems is enough to put a 
permanent stop to the current assinine asphalt assemblage. 
The ‘supply of breathable air in our cities is getting 
dangerously near the critical stage. Gasoline, a derivative of 
oil, is in short supply on the domestic market. The cost per 
mile of using a car for non-essential driving is getting beyond 
the middle class feasibility. Lastly, the space we have in our 
populated counties to move and park those Detroit Demons is 
finite, unable to swell with the increase. 


BECAUSE the above reasons are fast becoming 
unavoidable, we offer you a way to continue using your car in 
such a way as to lessen three of the four reasons. The way you 
use your car is important to the amount of gas it consumes. 
For instance, did you know that using radial tires with the 
proper amount of air will save you 10 per cent on your 
gasoline consumption? That is according to Robert L. 
Sansom, Assistant Administrator for Air and Water 
Programs of the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA), in an address to the International Automotive 
Engineering Congress on January 10, 1973. 

SANSOM’S boss, William Ruckelshaus, in an interview 
with Business Week (2-24-73) tells more ways to save the 
air and your purse at the same time, He states that driving a 
2,000 pound car instead of a 5,000 pounder will save 150 per 
cent on fuel, Further, he says, air conditioners in cars will 
penalize the owner nine to 20 per cent. Automatic 
transmissions sock you another five to six per cent on fuel 
usage. 

PROBLEMS just arising to add to the fuel shortage 
problem are the rotary engine which makes less smoke but 
uses 35 per cent more gas, and the add-on pollution devices 
that have reduced fuel economy seven to eight per cent. 

IN OTHER words, you may in the future drive as far as you 
do now if you use a smaller car with straight stick and radial 
tires. But, in order to keep government control of the 
supply away, we must first put up with laws that will limit the 
size of the car or the number of cars or the number of cars 
with air conditioning. 

SOONER or later we may expect to find ourselves in 
another global conflict, When that day comes, we had better 
have ourselves weaned down to getting along on our domestic 
supplies of petrol.

For you folks who don’t 
know, Hargus Lake is part of 
A.W. Marion State Park. The 
area was acquired in 1945 by 
the old division of 
Conversation and was turned 
over to the Division of Parks. 

The dam was constructed 
in 1956 on Hargus Creek in the 
roughest terrain in Pickaway 
County, known as the ‘Devils 
Backbone.” Hargus Lake 
was completely filled on May

renamed A.W. Marion State 
Park in honer of the first 
director of the Department of 
Natural Resources, a 
Pickaway County native. 

Hargus Lake, part of A.W. 
Marion State Park, is located 
in Pickaway County about 6 
miles north east of 
Circleville, the park entrance 
is easily reached off S.R,22. 

All year family camping is 
available in the 60 site class 
“B” area. Located on the 
east side of the lake, this 
wooded area provides picnic 
tables, fire rings, vault 
latrins, waste water drains, 
and a boat ramp. 

Sites are rented on a first 
come, first-served basis and 
campers are limited to 14 
days of camping within a 30 
day period. 

Boat launching ramps and 
public docks are available for 
boaters using the 146 ACRE

nature trail provide access to 
the entire five-mile shoreline 
of the lake.

One of my favorite fishing 
lakes is Hargus Lake near

Well, I stopped by Morgan's 
Sporting Center on East Main 
St. in Circleville last week to 
plan a fishing trip with the 
owner, Jack Morgan. 

L asked him why some folds 
are a little confused with the 
name Hargus Lake. Jack 
keeps a supply of maps at his 
place for people who ask 
about the fishing, and after 
reading the park history on 
the back of the map I found 
out. why there is some 
confusion. 

For you folks who don’t 
know, Hargus Lake is part of 
A.W. Marion State Park. The 
area was acquired in 1945 by 
the old division of 
Conversation and was turned 
over to the Division of Parks. 

The dam was constructed 
in 1956 on Hargus Creek in the 
roughest terrain in Pickaway 
County, known as the “Devils 
Backbone.’ Hargus Lake 
was completely filled on May

Grants For Improving 


Education Given 


Ten Columbus teachers and an 
assistant principal have been selected 
to receive $500 grants each under the 
school system’s ‘‘Grants for the 
Purpose of Encouraging Improvement 
in Education’’ program. 

Under the program, begun in 1954, 
ten $500 grants are awarded each year 
to teachers and administrators 
throughout the school system to enable 
them to carry out special projects 
designed to benefit the educational 
program of the Columbus schools. 

Eleven grants are being awarded this 
year because one of last year’s 
recipients left the school system before 
completing his project and returned his 
grant. 


The program is made possible by an 
annual $5,000 contribution from an 
anonymous donor, and this year’s 
grants bring to $100,000 the total 
amount awarded since the program 
was started. Prior to the latest 
recipients, 190 staff members received 
grants under the program. 

This year’s recipients were chosen 
from a field of 55 who submitted 
applications outlining the projects and 
activities they would conduct if named 
to receive the grants. 

The applications were reviewed and 
the recipients chosen by a committee 
made up of members of the 
Superintendent’s Advisory Council. 
The list of recipients was later 
approved by the full council.

-Paul Barton, health-science teacher 
at Everett Junior High School, who will 
prepare a health-science manual 
covering adolescent health problems 
and aimed at also helping students 
improve their reading skill. 

-Carl Fulton, West biology and 
chemistry teacher, who will produce a 
slide _ presentation dealing with 
pollution problems around Ohio, 

-Dr. Helen Hord, assistant principal 
at Franklin Junior High, who will 
develop slides or tapes outlining 
practical teaching methods for new 
teachers in inner-city schools. 

«Mrs. Joy Kaser, social studies 
teacher at McGuffey Junior High, who 
will establish) a permanent reading 
laboratory at the school especially 
designed to stimulate a desire to read 
among the average student. 


-Raymond Pauken, seventh grade 
social studies teacher at Ridgeview 
Junior High, who will develop six 
complete study units on Ohio history 
and government, covering the state’s 
pre-historic era, geography and 
geology, industry, contribution to 
American history and government. 

-Edward Quickert, seventh grade 
social studies teacher at Indianola 
Junior High, who will prepare a study 
unit covering 22 major periods in 
American history, making use of fold 
music, which the teacher says is 
actually oral history and can be 
interesting as well as educational for 
students. 

~Kathleen Sulliva, Linden 
Elementary School reading teacher, 
who will prepare materials for use by 
other teachers based on her attendance 
at a six-day workshop at Xavier 
University, which will deal with unique 
approaches to use in working with 
students who have special reading 
problems.

develop reading booklets for sixth 
grade inner-city youngsters, using 
stories written and illustrated by sixth 
graders.

Summer term courses are being 
offered tuition-free for the fifth 
consecutive year.

Diabetes Health Fair 
At Fairgrounds Sunday 


The second annual Diabetes Health Fair 
will be held from noon to 6 p.m. Sunday, May 
13, at the James A. Rhodes Center, Ohio State 
Fairgrounds, Columbus. | 


This is a novel approach to assisting 
diabetics, their families and the public in 
learning moré about the nature and 
treatment of the disease. 


The Fair is being sponsored by the 
Columbus Dietetic Association, the Central 
Ohio Diabetic Association, and the Ohio 
Department of Health. 

A variety of entertaining and educational 
activities are planned for the afternoon 
including a continuous program of films, and 
addresses by physicians and dietitians and 
other health professionals on various areas of 
diabetes and food management. 

Other areas of the Fair will be devoted to a 
counseling center which will give diabetics 
and their families an opportunity to direct 
questions on all facets of the disease to 
nurses, dietitians, and nutritionists. 

A screening center will offer free blood 


tests for the detection of diabetes to members 
of the general public. Results of the blood 
tests will be reported at a later date to the 
persons tested and their physicians. 

In addition to these attractions, a panorama 
of colorful displays provided by diabetic and 
nutrition associations, health agencies, and 
commercial drug and food companies will be 
exhibited. 

Fairgoers will haye an opportunity to 
become acquainted with the most up-to-date 
information regarding, diabetes and 
nutritional management. They will be able to 
speak with health profession and agency 
representatives to learn how to obtain 
additonal information and make 
representatives to learn how to. obtain 
additional information and make contact with 
community resources available to them’ for 
future assistance. And they will be able to 
view the latest drugs, techniques, equipment, 
and food products available to the diabetic 
patient. 

There will be no admission charge, but a 25 
cent fee for fairground parking. 


Says Noted M.D. 


Aleohol Tops Drugs 
For Abuse Problem 


“IT’S NO secret anymore: Alcohol, not 
heroin or hashish, is the cause of the biggest 
drug problem in the United States,” says 
Morris E. Chafetz, M.D., psychiatrist and 
director of the National Institute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism, in the May issue of 
The PTA Magazine. 

DR. CHAFETZ points out that nine million 
Americans are alcoholics, almost 10 percent 
of the nation’s work force. These victims and 
their problems touch the lives of another 40 
million people, many of whom are children. 

“Our society acknowledges the tip of the 
iceberg—the obvious alcoholic, the derelict,” 
he says, “yet overlooks or ignores the 
‘hidden’ millions who drink too much too 
often. 

These are the ones who, ironically, toast 
their own illness, yet manage to get to work 
most days and, despite their problem, 
sornehow rear families.”’ 

THE MAGAZINE story reports that in the 
last two years, the federal government has 


‘made a legislative commitment to attack the 


problem of drinking and has established the 
National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism (NIAAA). 

“These are significant steps,’ Dr. Chafetz 
believes, “for they signal, perhaps, the 
beginning of a change in public attitude. 

The legislation wasn’t passed in a vacuum; 
it was passed in response to the deplorable 
conditions that have made alcohol the most 
abused drug in the nation.” 

DR. CHAFETZ indicates that one of the 
highest priorities of the NIAAA is the 
development of public education programs. 
These programs seek to prevent the abuse of 
alcohol by changing attitudes and practices— 
changes that are essential if problems 
involving alcohol are to be reduced. 

Special pilot education projects to combat 
alcohol and cagarette smoking have been 
initiated in five states by the National PTA. 


The NIAAA, a unit of the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, has provided 
funds for the National PTA to work toward 
solutions for the growing problems related to 
alcoholism in young people. 

It has joined the National PTA and the’ 
National Clearinghouse for Smoking and 
Health, also a unit of HEW, to launch this 
innovative education-information program. 

THE PILOT programs, which are being 
conducted in the states of Connecticut, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Texas, and Wisconsin, 
are enabling parents and youth to work 
together to combat cigarette smoking and 
alcohol abuse, 

These programs, however, are only the 
latest of numerous efforts in the field being 
conducted by PTA in many other states under 
the leadership of the National PTA, a multi- 
million-member organization. 

As Dr. Chafetz points out, such public 
education programs point out the clear 
distinction between responsible and 
irresponsible drinking. They also stress that 
any person’s decision to abstain from alcohol 
should be fully accepted, and that he should 
not be subjected to overt or subtle pressures 
to take a drink. 

TO FURTHER its emphasis on alcohol 
abuse and alcoholism through public 
education programs, the National PTA has 
scheduled a workshop, ‘Alcohol: A Family 
Affair,” at its annual convention to be held 
May 20-23 at the Chase-Park Plaza Hotel in St. 
Louis, Mo. 

Moderator of the workshop is Mrs. Carolyn 
Hendrick, program coordinator, National 
PTA Smoking and Alcohol Education Project. 

Dr. Gerald Globetti, Department of 
Sociology, University of Alabama, will 
present a major address at the workshop. 
Also, representatives from the five state 
alcohol education pilot projects will 
participate.

At the 
same time, it would be folly 
for us to believe that we no 
longer need a_ national 
defense prepared to meet 
emergencies. 

This is the time to increase 
our vigilance by reaffirming 
our dedication to the 
traditional concept of the 
citizen-military. 

This will afford us a most 
effective defense 
organization at the lowest 
possible cost. To achieve this 
we must have _ the 
understanding and support of 
all Americans - those who are 
in or join our Guard and 
Reserve, the families of those 
individuals as well as their 
employers. 

In the case of employers, 
this could mean some 
reasonable adjustment in 
policy so that Guardsmen and 
Reservists can play their part 
in this nation’s ‘Total Force” 
for national defense. 

Last June, President Nixon 
asked me to chair a special 
Committee whose objectives 
are to develop better public 
understanding of the vital 
role of the Guard and Reserve 
and to obtain the full 
cooperation of American 
employers in allowing and 
encouraging their employees 
to participate in the Guard 
and Reserve programs. 

When I accepted this 
assignment, I was confident, 
that, once the need was 
known, American employers 
would willingly give their 
support and _ establish 
personnel policies which 
would encourage employee 
participation in these 
important programs. 

As the former Chairman of 
the Board of General Motors, 
Iam happy to report that my 
faith in the American 
business community has not 
been misplaced. 

I have been greatly 
encouraged by the early 
response I have -received 
from companies,. both large 
and small, and by the many 
personnel policies sent to me 
as evidence of employer 
support. 

It is now Department of 
Defense policy that in any 
future build-up of the Armed 
Forces, the National Guard 
and Reserves, and not the 
draft, would be the initial and 
primary augmenting element 
for the active forces. Under 
the “Total Force” concept,

composed of 2.3 million active 
duty and 1 million selected 
reserve members. 

Im the past three years, 
equipment inventories of the 
Guard and Reserves, badly 
depleted during the Vietnam 
build-up of the active forces, 
have been replenished at an 
annual rate of more than $500 
million. 


In the next fiscal year, the 
equipment build-up will 
exceed $1 billion, and the total 
investment of the Guard and 
Reserves will be the largest 
in any single year of our 
history. : 

In addition, new missions - 
have been developed bringing 
Guard and Reserve 
components more in line with 
active duty counterparts. 
With these substantial 
investments, there has been 
an intensification of the 
readiness training of the 
Guard and Reserve units. 

A well-equipped and fully- 
manned National Guard and 
Reserve, deployable on short 
notice, is potentially the most 
economical part ‘of our 
defense system (30 percent of 
the manpower for less than 5 
percent of the defense 
budget). 

An effective Guard and 
Reserve is also the’ best 
guarantee against having to 
use a peacetime draft in 
future years. 

To be a member of the 
Guard and Selected Reserve 
one must devote a weekend a 
month, and an additional two 
weeks each year, to training 
exerciees. 

Fortunately, there are 
employers who encourage 
their employees to . 
participate in Guard and 
Reserve programs. Their 
encouragement comes in the 
assurance that there will be 
no discrimination against 
those employees -in their 
consideration for 
advancement; in the granting 
of military leave in addition 
to regular vacations; and in 
expressions of appreciation of 
their employees’ 


- contribution’ to the security 


of our nation. 


I urge all Americans, 
particularly employers, to 
support this concept, a 
concept on which our nation 
was formed nearly two 
hundred years ago ‘and a 
concept which has retained 
our basic freedoms ever 
since.

Kecent cool weather has 
reduced water temperatures 
and angler success. Warmer 
weather should result in 
much increased angler 
harvest of almost all species. 


Indian Lake - Slightly roily 
and approximately 6’’ below 
spillway level, 544 F. A few 
largemouth bass are being 
taken on artificial lures 
fished in the shallow, 
vegetated portions of the 
lake. The most productive 
areas include: Black Hawk 
and Long Island areas. An 
occasional walleye is being 
taken from the Old Indian 
Lake ‘ area with large 
minnows and artificial lures 
as bait. Fair catches of 
crappie and channel catfish 
may be taken from most 
areas of the lake, minnows 
for crappie and nightcrawlers 
or cut shad for channel 
catfish. Outlook - fair. 


..Buckeye Lake - Clear and 
high at 54”F. Largemouth 
bass are being taken from the 
shallow portions of the lake 
using artificial lures, cut shad 
and nightcrawlers as bait. 

Anglers are catching channel 
catfish from several areas of 
the lake.

The Department of Natural 
Resources has announced 
that several new state park 
regulations have been 
adopted and will take effect 
May 18. 

Jack Miller, chief of the 
department's division of 
parks and recreation, said the 
new regulations will: 

Increase to six from four 
horsepower the size limit of 
motors used. on lakes at 
Strouds Run State Park near 
Pomeroy and Forked Run 
State Park near Athens.

HAVE YOU ever tried to be 
comfortable in a wet sleeping 
bag? If not, accept the words 
of those who have. “‘it’s 
impossible!”’ is the most 
common retort. 

Dampness, whether from a 
rain or water accidentally 
splashed into a boat, can 
change a pleasant outdoor 
experience into a nightmare. 
And for the increasing 
number of families who enjoy 
camping by boat, ~keeping 
everything dry is doubly 
important. 

Here are some hints from 
Mercury outboard’s outdoor 
experts that will help prevent 
unwelcome wetness, even in a 
downpour. 

FIRST, go prepared for the 
worst. Assume that 
everything is going to get wet, 
then plan accordingly. Make 
up a “dry kit” to carry in the 
boat that consists of a large 
sponge, paper toweling, 25 


) feet of clothesline rope, and a 


bailing bucket. 

The sponge and bucket can 
be used to mop up water that 
enters the boat by accident. 
The rope is for hanging wet 
things to dry...in case you 
don’t follow these 
instructions. 

Pack all clothing and 
sleeping bags in heavy-duty 
plastic sacks. Separate 
clothing and place in different 
bags.

case their labels are lost. 

Take along a large plastic 
or canvas tarpaulin that fits 
over the entire boat. Cover 
the boat each night and when 
it rains.

IF YOU are carrying 
cameras, radios and other 
items which can be seriously 
damaged by dampness, keep 
them wrapped in plastic 
along with small sacks 
silica-gel, a water absorbent 
commonly available through 
chemical supply outlets. 

Two other thoughts from 
the Mercury staff will be 
helpful. Build a raised 
platform which fits into the 
floor of the boat keeping your 
gear away from seepage or 
water splashed over.the side. 
Finally, don’t forget to take 
rainsuits for each Member of,

Spare Tree Roots 


If you are going to dig a 
ditch in your yard for sewer 
lines or drainage pipe, spare 
those tree roots. 
Horticulturists say if you 
cannot route the trenches 
around the tree, the next best 
thing is to tunnel under it. But 
if you must pass by the side of 
a tree, cut as few roots as 
possible. 

When you have to cut them, 
cut cleanly. Paint the cut 
roots with a wound dressing 
like asphalt-base paint. Back 
fill the trench as soon as 
possible so you don’t leave the 
roots exposed to air. 

But, before you make any 
elaborate attempts to protect 
the tree, make sure it’s not 
one of those that clog sewers 
or drains. These ‘‘cloggers” 
include willows, poplars, 
maples and elms.

Cooperation between P.T.A.’s and the 
schools was the main theme of the 
evening panel discussion of the Ohio 
Congress of Parents and Teachers Inc. 
District 10 Conference held May 3 at 
Westland High School, 

There were 313 representatives from 
Columbus, South-Western, 
Reynoldsburg, Whitehall, Worthington, 
Westerville and Jefferson Local Local 
school districts who attended 
workshops, lectures and a panel 
discussion at the seven hour 
conference, which had the theme “I 
Believe in P.T.A.” 

“Quality of education and good 
relations to the cormmunity are in direct 
proportion to the quality of the 
P.T.A.s,” Deputy Superintendent of 
Columbus Public Schools C. L. 
Dumaree_ said. 

THE STRENGTH OF P.T.A. is that it 
has never been involved in politics or 
the basic administration of the schools. 
It has concentrated on the general 
welfaré of all boys and girls,” Dumaree 
said. 

“The P.T.A. is the link between the 
three basic institutions of the 
community—school, home and church. 
These are like a three-legged stool. If 
any one of the legs is short or weak, the 
effectiveness of the work of all is 
affected,” he said. 


He: reminded those present of the 
need for local, state and national 
affiliation of P.T.A.s because there is 
unity and strength in such affiliations.

Big business for ‘Bandstander’ 


Mention the name Dick Clark to most people, and their 
thoughts would probably turn to “American Bandstand,” the 
long-running youth song-and-dance series. The show has sur- 
vived every dance craze and teen fashion for the past 20 years. 
And Clark has survived the program too, albeit its success has 
tagged a stereotype onthe man. 

GLANCING THROUGH a biography of Clark, one dis- 
covers that he has all kinds of irons in the fire. He’s starred in 
several movies...has made the talk-show circuit...his Tour Pro- 
ductions hosts an array of musical 
talent (Raiders, Aretha Franklin, 
Supremes, Osmond Brothers, 
among others) and other entertain- 
ment ventures (Barnum & Bailey 
Circus, “Mame” road show, Royal 
Lippizan Stallions among them). In 
short, the fella who was so in- 
strumental in familiarizing us with 
the Hulley-Gulley, the Mashed Po- 
tato, tan shoes with pink shoelaces, 
et al...this same guy is a real busi- 
nessman. r 

Does the “youth” stereotype bother the 44-year-old Clark? 
Not at all, he claims. “Bandstand,” which he persuaded Phila- 
delphia’s WFIL-TV to debut back in 1952, “has meant mag- 
nificent good fortunes for me.” Clark says. 

MEETING OVER lunch in Chicago recently, where he flew 
into for a few hours to help promote CBS’ new morning game 
show, “The $10,000 Pyramid,” which he hosts, Clark left no 
doubt in my mind that he is indeed a most articulate and per- 
ceptive businessman. He revels at keeping abreast of today's 
rapidly-changing technology, especially in the commu- 
nications field. 

“You have to stay in tune with what's happening,” Clark 
says. To help him do that, Clark is seemingly always on the 
road, on the go. After taping his “Bandstand” in California, 
Clark commutes to New York each week to do “Pyramid.” He 
tapes five of those game shows in a day, then is back to the 
West Coast, many times stopping over on business in other ma- 
jorcities. 

PERHAPS IT'S THE pace that has kept Clark's appearance 
and outlook youthful. Much like the young person who has an 
opinion on everything, Clark is quick to chime in when queried 
ona range of topics. 

The State of Music Today? “Can't argue with a multi-billion 
dollar business. Music now offers more of a varied 
diet...something for everyone.” 

State of Youth Today? “Right now they're becoming more 
passive, especially about politics after being so involved sev- 
eral years ago. They feel like they've been beating their heads 
against the wall ... there have been too many grandstanding 
politicians.” 

Health of RADIO-TV? “Pretty good. Television will contin- 
ue to make big strides, as will FM radio.” 

Do you like game shows? “Sure do, but they're the roughest 
program on TV to do. What's a ‘good’ game show? One that 
lasts over a year!” 

What future projects on the horizon? “We're working on a 
‘Bandstand’ Anniversary Show (to air June 19 on ABC), Also, 
preparing a 20-year history of rock ‘n roll for film. And, oh 
yes...we're producing a show in Canada which could be a big 
hit in syndication in this country. It's an ‘advice’ show based on 
‘The Sensuous Man.’ ” 

And that’s a far cry from being a pusher of bobby sox, blue- 
jeans, and Fabian in Philly. Not that Clark regrets a com- 
bination like that...

Glenn Ford has a thing 


about using stuntmen 


ie, My 

The scene called for Glenn Ford, dressed in a wet suit, toswim 
in the cold, heavy surf off the Southern California coast. 

Rather than use a stuntman he wanted to do it himself—so he 
did. Ford has a thing about using stuntmen. 

“I've always said, if you can’t ride a horse, don’t do a West- 
ern,” he says. “It’s that simple. I always do my own stunts.” 

Ford obviously wasn't filming the swimming scene for a West- 
Western. He was playing the role of Jarrett, a soldier of fortune 
who accepts challenging assignments. 

“Using a stuntman is cheating the public,” Ford said. “On ‘Ja- 
rett’ | worked with two outstanding stuntment who acted as ad- 
visers. They made sure I did the stunts right. 

“If Lhave to ride a motorcycle through a wall of fire, the stunt- 
man makes sure the motorcycle doesn’t stall, If | have to crash 
through a door, he makes sure the door is scored so it gives way 
properly.” 

For the surf scene in “Jarrett,” a stuntman swam the route 
Ford was to swim just to make sure there were no unexpected 
pitfalls. 

“I'm not foolhardy,” he says. “The difference between what's 
really dangerous or safe is just a matter of inches or a split sec- 
ond. 

I know how easy it is to get hurt. I've rodeoed. I've broken my 
ribs and broke my back twice. You've really got to be alert. 

“There are three or four ways you can be thrown from a horse 
and not be hurt. You're going to ache like the devil, maybe, but 
you won't be injured 

“You learn the trick of relaxation,” says Ford. “If you're 
knocked off a roof and land on the floor you've got to make sure

“They’re not retarded or stupid 
children, some are very bright. 
Generally their home environment 
disturbs them but the class and teacher 
have to cope with them. 

“Millions of dollars of teacher time is 
wasted on wasted discipline. Research 
and discuss this costly problem,” he 
said 


THE ESSENCE of the P.T.A. is that 
it be acohesive functioning group, 
according to Riehard E. Spradlin, 
principal of Hawthorne Elementary 
School in Westerville. 

“The principal can act as a catalyst. 
We can make the school open to you or 
we don’t. The P.T.A, defeats itself by 
being negative. Put enthusiasm and 
vigor into it and we can eliminate some 
problems together,’’ he said. 

Douglas E. Hyer, a teacher at 
Buckeye Junior High School in 
Columbus and a member of the 
Columbus Education Association Board 
of Governors, called a few teachers to 
find out what they thought of their 
P.T.A.

Construction Plans Presented 


For East Side Schools 


The first plans for secondary school 
addition and remodeling projects 
contained in the Columbus school 
construction program were presented 
to the Building Committee of the Board 
of Education, Monday, May 7. 

The committee was given 
preliminary architectural drawings for 
projects at Northland High School and 
Johnson Park and Sherwood Junior 


Also presented were preliminary 
drawings for an addition and 
remodeling at Easthaven Elementary 
School. 


At Johnson Park, drawings call for a 
$235,000 project including construction 
of a 6,500 square foot addition housing a 
new library-learning center and 
remodeling to increase the size of the 
school lunchroom and convert the 
present library to two additional 
classrooms and a small-group 
instructional area. 

The project is planned to eliminate 
overcrowding at Johnson Park, which 


currently operates on split sessions due 
to the increasing enrollment. 

Included in the Sherwood project, 
costing an estimated $565,000, is 
construction of a 9,000 square foot 
addition housing eight new classrooms 
to eliminate overcrowding at the 
school, which now operates on an 
extended schedule. 

The project would also provide an 
expanded library-learning center, 
second art room, second home, 
economics room and additional storage 
space. 

The Easthaven Elementary School 
project calls for construction of a 13,292 
square foot addition, containing a new 
library-learning center and 
instructional space equal to ten 
classrooms. The additional classroom 
area would be constructed on the ‘‘open 
space” concept. 

The added space. would increase 
Easthaven’s capacity from 319 at 
a to about 670, eliminating 

> 


overcrowding at the elementary school,

nearby schools and Easthaven’s multi- 
purpose room is used as a classroom 
due to overcrowding. . 

The project also would provide extra 
storage and work space, facilities for 
future installation of food service 
equipment and an expanded parking

If you are getting a monthly 
check from the Veterans 
Administration because you 
are enrolled in a school below 
college level, don't count on 
that final check for awhile.

THE RUBBER 
NITECRAWLER 

Are the rubber 
nitecrawlers you see in 
sporting goods stores as good 
as the live ones? In my 
opinion, no. For all around 
fishing for all species of fish, 
you can’t beat the live 
nitecrawler. 

However, thsoe rubber 
worms are excellent for bass, 
and the packaged rubber 
worms already rigged with 
hooks are good for walleyes. 
The smaller rubber worms 
that imitate dug worms will 
catch panfish, but I still 
prefer live ones. 

HERE’S A tip that might 
save you from losing alure or 
two, make a non-weedless 
lure semi-weedless, and help 
you catch more fish. 

Just cut a _ rubber 
nitecrawler in tow to three 
inch peices and cover the 
barb of hooks on spinner lures 
and other artificial lures that 
have a tendency to snag up. 

The rubber dug worms will 
also work, with out cutting 
them. Not only will it help to 
make your lures weedless, 
the loose wigling action of the 
rubber worms will help 
attract fish. 

The best way to save a little 
money if you decide to try 
rubber worms for bass 
fishing is to buy the ones 
without hooks and rig your 
own. It’s easy to do. 

First start at the heavy or 
banded end of the worm, run 
a number two or fairly large 
hook down through the end of 
the worm an inch or two, then 
bring the point of the hook out 
and then run it back in again 
making sure you cover the 
barb of the hook. 

This makes it snag free and 
weedless. Don’t worry about 
using only one hook. Ole bib 
mouth will usually inhale the 
whole worm, and one hook is 
all you need. Just give him 
time to run a little with the 
worm, then set the hook’hard. 
It takes a lot of patience 
fishing rubber nitecrawlers, 
but it pays off. 

If you're wondering what 
color to buy, in the midwest 
the purple worm is the most 
popular.

Fishing Tip From A 
Stranger 

Do you know that some of 
the best fishing tips given to 
me were from friendly 
strangers I’ve met while 
fishing lakes and streams. 
One morning on Buckhorn 
Lake in Ontario, Canada, my 
wife and I were trolling for 
walleyes near a _ rocky 
shoreline and having no luck 
at all. 

I threw my motor in neutral 
to look in my tackle box for a 
different lure when I noticed 
we were drifting into a 
private dock. I looked up and 
saw a man standing there. 

He smiled and asked if we 
were having any luck and I 
told him no. I showed him the 
Rapala, a minnow imitation 
lure that we were using and 
was about five inches long. 
He said I was using a darn 
good lure and the right kind, 
but it was too big. He then told 
us he was a fishing guide, 
lived in Canada all his life and 
he found that walleyes were a 
lazy fish and would hit better 
on smaller lures. 

I thanked him, shoved off 
and changed to a smaller 
Rapala that was about three 
inches in lenght instead of 
five that we were using. Don’t 
you knwo it, we started 
catching walleyes right 
away, and ever since we got 
this tip from a friendly 
stranger I’ve been using 
smaller lures in the quarter 
ounce size for walleyes and 
having good luck. I hop you do 
too.

Hands Off Wildlife 

Each spring, a new crop of 
wildlife is born into the world 
to face the many challenges 
of survival in the natural 
environment - - hungry 
predators, sickness, the 
elements, and the threat of 
being run over by cars, shot 
or many others. And, each 
year an even greater number 
of opople crop up to pose an 
additional threat - finding the 
young animal and taking it 
home as a pet. 

Wildlife managers in Ohio 
and across the country keep 
plugging away trying to 
discourage this practice, but 
they fail as often as they 
succeed, 

Young birds, deer, 
raccoons and dozens of other 
innocent creatures are picked 
up by people and taken home. 
Often this is done in the 
mistaken belief that the 
“Poor little thing’’ has been 
abandoned by its heartless 
mother. 

Such is very, very seldom 
the case. Normally, the young 
animal’s mother is nearby, 
but was frightened off by the 
appearance of the human 
intruder. Most likely, the wild 
animals were out foraging for 
food, with the mother trying 
to teach her new offspring 
how to get by in the world. 

Instead of completing that 
phase of training, it is cruelly 
interrupted when her young is 
“kidnapped” by a misguided 
human. 

Even if the young animal 
has been orphaned through 
some accident, if is often best 
to leave it to its own devices. 
If adopted by a well-meaning 
human, the animal usually 
suffers the same fate. 

It will be nursed and coaxed 
through infancy, then found 
to lose its sweet personality 
when it grows up, and will be 
turned loose into the wild 
again. 

Few fates could be worse. 
The naive animal cannot 
possibly cope with the 
multitude of problems

At best, the animal will be 
able to adjust only after 
considerable suffering and 
learning via the route of 
“hard knocks”. 


Another factor easily 
forgotten by those picking up 
wildlife is the law. All game 
animals, such as deer, 
rabbits, raccoons, squirrels, 
skunks and pheasants may 
not be possessed without a 
special permit. State law also 
protects all songbirds and 
insectivorous birds, and both 
federal and sfate laws 
protects hawks, eagles, shore 
birds, and other migratory 
species. Federal protection 
also extends to some 32 
families of birds covered 
under. international 
agreements. 

Unless you are absolutely 
certain hat a young animal’s 
mother has been killed, leave 
all young wildlife where you 
find it. Even then, it is best to 
determine whether the 
animal sould be left alone or 
if it should be taken to a zoo or 
other facility. The best 
advice is, if in doubt, do 
nothing! Please!

H Accident Free In'73 


Ohio state-parks are great 

a rey for summertime fun, 

but each yoar, for an 

unfortunate few, a visit to a 

state park is marred by a 
tragic accident. 


“We don’t want people to be 
afraid to use state park 
facilities, but we want them 
to be aware of the dangers 
and to take precautions to 
avoid accidents,” Jack 
Miller, chief of the division of 
parks and recreation of the 
Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources said. 


Miller said most accidents 
occur in remote backpacking 
and natural areas or scenic 
‘terrain abounding in cliffs 
and rock outcroppongs, such 
as Hocking Hills, John Bryan, 
Mohican and Nelson-Kennedy 
Ledges state parks. 

“Park visitors should stay 
on hiking trails since most 
accidents occur whin people 
venture off traols and slip and 
fall,”’ Miller said. ‘They also 
should use extreme caution 
shen walking in rainy 
weather, especially on trails 
hear the tops of cliffs at 


Hocking Hills and -Nelson- 
Kennedy Lenges state parks 
and at Clifton Gorge on John 
Bryan State Park.” 

Miller urges parents to 
keep their children in sight at 
all times. This not they don’t 
get lost. 

“Visitors also should leave 
park animals alone — even if 
they appear friendly,” he 
said. “Often baby animals 
are not orphans, The mother 
usually is nearby waiting for 
the hikers to go away.” 

He said park visitors should 
be familiar wihh Ohio’s three 
types of poisonous snakes — 
the copperhead, timber 
rattlesnake and massusauga 
rattlesnale. 

During electrical storms, 
visitors should seek seek 
shelter, avoiding trees and 
open fields. 

Miller advises people with 
heart conditions to think 
twice before climbing hills or 
taking long hikes, 

Miller said park rangers 
can provide informationon 
problems which might be 
encountered on the remote 
park areas.

A BASIC problem in getting all the conservationists- 
environmentalists-preservationists together is a certain raw 
difference in doctrine. Conservationists, as typified by Teddy 
Roosevelt, believe in the hunting ethic, while the 
preservationists, as typified by James J. Audubon, believe in 
killing nothing. 

No state suffers more from this difference of opinion than 
does Ohio. The little critter that has brought the pot to a boil 
has been the mourning dove. 

Hunted in 32 other states, the birdwatchers have 
successfully blocked all attempts at placing the pretty thing 
on the legal game list. As long as this undercurrent of 
misunderstanding exists, Ohio’s three separate disciplines of 
outdoor causes will remain at odds. 

TRADITIONALLY, over the past four state 
administrations, the wildlife biologists side with the hunter. 
They say the doves fed and reared in Ohio, if not hunted, fly 
south each fall into Kentucky and Tennessee to be hunted 
there where they are legal game. 

Biologists further say that hunting will not reduce 
appreciably the brood stock because only 20 per cent survive 
each winter to nest in the spring at best. 

Hunters claim they are the first and only citizens who have 
requested taxes on the guns and equipment they use in order 
to pay for good conservation programs. 

The “‘dicky-bird people’’ certainly did not forge ahead and 
purchase the new wildlife stamp for sale by the Ohio Division 
of Wildlife. Less than 1,000 have been sold in the year they 
have been out, Meanwhile, federal taxes on guns and 
ammunition from September 1971 to September 1972 totaled 
$12,528,000. That averages one-quarter million for each of the 
50 states, all tagged for use in wildlife management, 

earch, and land acquisition. 
e average hunter will pay five times more for one gun 
rede: = adhe through a pair of binoculars 


i vr majority of the needed environmental legislation 
still ahead of us, the dove with its cooing and nodding is 
costing Ohio a great deal more than it should. The sportsmen 
are just as determined as ever to hunt those birds, while the 
birdwatchers are just as insistent that none shall be taken 
legally. 

By unwritten edict neither group will put its weight behind 
the other's legislative needs. To be caught being cordial to the 
opposition would be a fate worse than death. Meanwhile, the 
mechanized armies that invade the wilderness, the campers, 
powerboaters, snowmobilers, and skiers, all turn thumbs 
down to any conscious act of preservation of their pleasure 
media, 

Legislative halls stand almost vacant when important bills 
are heard that would keep rivers a bit’ cleaner for water 
skiers to splash in, campers to camp near, or hunters and 
birdwatchers to peer near. 

LIFELINE SUGGESTION: If yow are a member of an 
organization for fun, get them_to start paying attention to 
badly needed legislative action-on outdoor problems.

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VA School Checks 
Delay Explained 


If you are getting a monthly 
check from the Veterans 
Administration because you 
are enrolled in a school below 
college level, don't count on 
that final check for awhile. 
And if you don’t act promptly 
to have your school 
attendance certified, your 
final check could be delayed 
even longer. 

This reminder was made 
this week by the Veterans 
Administration for veterans 
and dependents in G,I. Bill- 
type training below college 
level. 

VA pointed out that this 
year’s final checks will be 
paid on the same schedule as 
last year’s, but they may 
seem late because of a 
change in the law made last 
October.

THE RUBBER 
NITECRAWLER ; 

Are the rubber 
nitecrawlers you see in 
sporting goods stores as good 
as the live ones? In my 
opinion, no. For all around 
fishing for all species of fish, 
you can’t beat the live 
nitecrawler. 

However, thsoe rubber 
worms are excellent for bass, 
and the packaged rubber 
worms already rigged with 
hooks are good for walleyes. 
The smaller rubber worms 
that imitate dug worms will 
catch panfish, but I still 
prefer live ones. 

HERE’S A tip that might 
save you from losing alure or 
two, make a non-weedless 
lure serni-weedless, and help 
you catch more fish. 

Just cut a _ rubber 
nitecrawler in tow to three 
inch peices and cover the 
barb of hooks on spinner lures 
and other artificial lures that 
have a tendency to snag up. 

The rubber dug worms will 
also work, with out cutting 
them. Not only will it help to 
make your lures weedless, 
the loose wigling action of the 
rubber worms will help 
attract fish. 

The best way to save a little 
money if you decide to try 
rubber worms for bass 
fishing is to buy the ones 
without hooks and rig your 
own. It’s easy to do. 

First start at the heavy or 
banded end of the worm, run 
a number two or fairly large 
hook down through the end of 
the worm an inch or two, then 
bring the point of the hook out 
and then run it back in again 
making sure you cover the 
barb of the hook. 

This makes it snag free and 
weedless. Don’t worry about 
using only one hook. Ole bib 
mouth will usually inhale the 
whole worm, and one hook is 
all you need. Just give him 
time to run a little with the 
worm, then set the hook hard. 
It takes a lot of patience 
fishing rubber nitecrawlers, 
but it pays off. 

If you're wondering what 
color to buy, in the midwest 
the purple worm is the most 
popular.

Do you know that some/of 
the best fishing tips given to 
me were from friendly 
strangers I’ve met while 
fishing lakes and streams. 
One morning on Buckhorn 
Lake in Ontario, Canada, my 
wife and I were trolling for 
walleyes near a_ rocky 
shoreline and having no luck 
at all. 

I threw my motor in neutral 
to look in my tackle box for a 
different lure when I noticed 
we were drifting into a 
private dock. I looked up and 
saw a man standing there. 

He smiled and asked if we 
were having any luck and I 
told him no. I showed him the 
Rapala, a minnow imitation 
lure that we were using and 
was about five inches long. 
He said I was using a darn 
good lure and the right kind, 
but it was too big. He then told 
us he was a fishing guide, 
lived in Canada all his life and 
he found that walleyes were a 
lazy fish and would hit better 
on smaller lures. 

I thanked him, shoved off 
and changed to a smaller 
Rapala that was about three 
inches in lenght instead of 
five that we were using. Don’t 
you knwo it, we started 
catching walleyes right 
away, and ever since we got 
this tip from a friendly 
stranger I’ve been using 
smaller lures in the quarter 
ounce size for walleyes and 
having good luck. I hop you do 
too.

Hands Off Wildlife 

Each spring, a new crop of 
wildlife is born into the world 
to face the many challenges 
of survival in the natural 
environment - - hungry 
predators, sickness, the 
elements, and the threat of 
being run over by cars, shot 
or many others. And, each 
year an even greater number 
of opople crop up to pose an 
additional threat - finding the 
young animal and taking it 
home as a pet. 

Wildlife managers in Ohio 
and across the country keep 
plugging away trying to 
discourage this practice, but 
they fail as often as they 
succeed. 

Young birds, deer, 
raccoons and dozens of other 
innocent creatures are picked 
up by people and taken home. 
Often this is done in the 
mistaken belief that the 
“Poor little thing’’ has been 
abandoned by its heartless 
mother. 

Such is very, very seldom 
the case. Normally, the young 
animal's mother is nearby, 
but was frightened off by the 
appearance of the human 
intruder. Most likely, the wild 
animals were out foraging for 
food, with the mother trying 
to teach her new offspring 
how to get by in the world. 

Instead of completing that 
phase of training, it is cruelly 
interrupted when her young is 
“kidnapped” by a misguided 
human 


Even if the young animal 
has been orphaned through 
some accident, if is often best 
to leave it to its own devices, 
If adopted by a well-meaning 
human, the animal nsually 
suffers the same fate. 

It will be nursed and coaxed 
through infancy, then found 
to lose its sweet personality 
when it grows up, and will be 
turned loose into the wild 
again. 

Few fates could be worse. 
The naive animal cannot 
possibly cope with the

Another factor easily 
forgotten by those picking up 
wildlife is the law. All game 
animals, such as deer, 
rabbits, raccoons, squirrels, 
skunks and pheasants may 
not be possessed without a 
special permit. State law also 
protects all songbirds .and 
insectivorous birds, and both 
federal and state laws 
protects hawks, eagles, shore 
birds, and other migratory 
species. Federal protection 
also extends to some 32 
families of birds covered 
under international 
agreements. 

Unless you are absolutely 
certain hat a young animal’s 
mother has been killed, leave 
all young wildlife where you 
find it. Even then, it is best to 
determine whether the 
animal sould be left alone or 
if it should be taken to a zoo or 
other facility, The best 
advice is, if in doubt, do 
nothing! Please!

State Parks Hope 


Accident Free In'73 


Ohio state’parks are great 
places for summertime fun, 
but each yoar, for an 
unfortunate few, a visit to a 
state park is marred by a 
tragic accident. 

“We don’t want people to be 
afraid to use state park 
facilities, but we want them 
to be aware of the dangers 
and to take precautions to 
avoid accidents,” Jack 
Miller, chief of the division of 
parks and recreation of the 
Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources said. 


Miller said most accidents 
occur in remote backpacking 
and natural areas or scenic 
‘terrain abounding in cliffs 
and rock outcroppongs, such 
as Hocking Hills, John Bryan, 
Mohican and Nelson-Kennedy 
Ledges state parks. 

“Park visitors should stay 
on hiking trails since most 
accidents occur whin people 
venture off traols and slip and 
fall,"’ Miller said. “‘They also 
should use extreme caution

Miller advises people with 
heart conditions to think 
twice before climbing hills or 
taking long hikes.

A BASIC problem in getting all the conservationists- 
environmentalists-preservationists together is a certain raw 
difference in doctrine. Conservationists, as typified by Teddy 
Roosevelt, believe in the hunting ethic, while the 
preservationists, as typified by James J. Audubon, believe in 
killing nothing. 

No state suffers more from this difference of opinion than 
does Ohio. The little critter that has brought the pot to a boil 
has been the mourning dove. 

Hunted in 32 other states, the birdwatchers have 
successfully blocked all attempts at placing the pretty thing 
on the legal game list. As long as this undercurrent of 
misunderstanding exists, Ohio’s three separate disciplines of 
outdoor causes will remain at odds. 

TRADITIONALLY, over the past four state 
administrations, the wildlife biologists side with the hunter. 
They say the doves fed and reared in Ohio, if not hunted, fly 
south each fall into Kentucky and Tennessee to be hunted 
there where they are legal game. 

Biologists further say that hunting will not reduce 
appreciably the brood stock because only 20 per cent survive 
each winter to nest in the spring at best. 

Hunters claim they are the first and only citizens who have 
requested taxes on the guns and equipment they use in order 
to pay for good conservation programs. 

The “dicky-bird people’’ certainly did not forge ahead and 
purchase the new wildlife stamp for sale by the Ohio Division 
of Wildlife. Less than 1,000 have been sold in the year they 
have been out. Meanwhile, federal taxes on guns and 
ammunition from September 1971 to September 1972 totaled 
$12,528,000, That averages one-quarter million for each of the 
50 states, all tagged for use in wildlife management, 
research, and land acquisition. 

The average hunter will pay five times more for one gun 
than what a lifetime of through a pair of binoculars 
will cost. 

WITH A majority of the needed environmental legislation 
still ahead of us, the dove with its cooing and nodding is 
costing Ohio a great deal more than it should. The sportsmen 
are just as determined as ever to hunt those birds, while the 
eee are just as insistent that none shall be taken 

legally. 

By unwritten edict neither group will put its weight behind 
the other's legislative needs, To be caught being cordial to the 
opposition would be a fate worse than death, Meanwhile, the 
mechanized armies that invade the wilderness, the campers, 
powerboaters, snowmobilers, and skiers, all turn thumbs 
down to any conscious act of preservation of their pleasure

Legislative halls stand almost vacant when important bills 
are heard that would keep rivers a bit cleaner for water 
skiers to splash in, campers to camp near, or hunters and 
birdwatchers to peer near. 

LIFELINE SUGGESTION: If you are a member of an 
organization for fun, get them to start paying attention to 
badly needed legislative action on outdoor problems.

Training is under way for 
some 25 cashiers, guards aiid 
aides who will man the new 
Food Stamp issuance centers 
to be operated by the 
Franklin County Welfare 

ent. 

The welfare workers are 
taking over from Buckeye 
Federal Savings and Loan 


Association. 

Miss Sheila Harshaw, 
county welfare director, said 
staff training and renovation 
of the new issuance sites is 
being directed by Ernest 
Marsh, county Food Stamp 
director, with Harry Corson 


as centers’ director. 

The new facilities will both 
sell stamps and certify 
applicants for the non-public 
assistance portion of the 
program. Mr. Marsh noted 
the centers were located in 
areas with a high incidence of 
Food Stamp users. 

Several Buckeye Federal 
employes were added to a 
group composed of both 
regular welfare employes 
and others recruited from the 
outside to form the staffs of 
the various centers. There 
also was close coordination 
with the State Welfare 


Department’s Food Stamp 
section and with other county 
departments operating their 
own sales points. 

Training is going on at the 
new location at 2364 
Cleveland Ave., with other 
centers to be in ioperation at 
850 N. High St., 1611 E. Main 
St., 2546 Sullivant Ave., 1064 
Livingston Ave., and 391 Innis 
Ave. 

Actual operation of the new 
centers will begin May 29, 
concurrent with the June 
mailing of Food Stamps to 
more than 23,000 family units 
in the county.

They are 140 voices strong- 
a touring contingent of a 300 
member group which is the 
world’s largest all-youth, 
four-part choir. 

They are the all-Ohio Youth 
Choir, presently touring 
several Ohio cities, before 
leaving cn their tenth annual 
foreign tour of European 
countries, June 25 to July 16.

Retired Farmer Vacates 
Retirement For Future 


AT AN AGE when most people are content 
to sit back and relax, Leon Winget, 76 year-old 
retired Ohio Farmer, is helping to build and 
run a vocational trade school on the 
Galapagos Islands, 600 miles off the coast of 
Ecuador. 

Winget, one of the oldest men in the Peace 
Corps, ran his family's cattle and pig farm in 
Ross County, near Chillicothe, for almost 60 
years before becoming a volunteer. 

HE HAS completed the customary two 
years of volunteer service, and is vacationing 
in the United States before returning to the 
Islands for another year’s service. 

“There’s just too many things left to do 
down there,’’ he told Peace Corps staffers in 
Washington. 

Leon was born on Elm Spring Stock Farm 
in 1897, At 13 he started working on the farm 
and at 19 took over full management. 

OVER THE NEXT 54 years he taught 
himself to design and construct buildings, 
make furniture and install plumbing and 
electrical wiring, and by the time he joined 
the Peace Corps in October, 1970 he was as 
skilled a tradesman as 60 years of practical 
experience could make him. 

Destined to be an agricultural specialist, 
Leon found himself involved in an entirely 
different area. An avid nature lover, he paid 
a visit to the Galapagos Islands, the 
internationally famed conservation area off 
the coast of Ecuador. 

There he met a Portland, Ore. 
philanthropist, L.E. Binford, who was busy 
constructing a new school for the Islands’ 
inhabitants. The two men formed an insta 
friendship and Binford obtained Peace Corps 
permission to employ Leon to design and 
construct housing for the teachers, build 
benches for the school workshops make 
chairs for the auditorium and set up an 
industrial arts workshop. 

ALTHOUGH there’s plenty to keep him 
busy at the school, there’s no keeping the 
country out of Leon. Visiting the Islands’ 
cattle farmers he found they were 
handicapped in their desire to improve their 
herds by the total ban on the importation of 
cattle. So on his vacation in the U. S., Leon is 
trying to arrange for an artificial 


insemination program in the Galapagos. 

When Leon’s work ends at the Galoplaza 
School, he will start constructing another 
school in the Island's Highlands. There he 
plans to set up demonstration gardens to 
inspire the students to become involved in 
more productive farming methods. 

SERVING OTHERS is a tradition in the 
Winget family. Leon’s daughter Barbara has 
taught music and English for the past 14 
years at a missionary school in Pucalpa, 
Peru. 

One of Leon's many tasks during his two- 
month vacation is to find a publisher for a 
book he has written about his work in the 
Peace Corps. Entitled ‘Life Begins At 73” it 
is a witty, folksy account of the adventures 
and challenges of being a sevtegenarian 
volunteer in an organization whose average 
age is 27. 

Leon lives on a 30-foot boat anchored in the 
harbor at Santa Cruz. If vistars can’t afford a 
hotle room he invites them to stay on board. 
“We got three inns-for $2, $6 or $20 a night-but 
my place is free,’’ he chuckles. 

DELIGHTED with his service in the Peace 
Corps, Leon claims to have knocked off ‘20 
pounds and 20 years” since becoming a 
volunteer. 

Leon is one of five peace Corps, volunteers 
on the Galapagos Islands. Two others are 
seeking ways to halt the killing of the islands’ 
famed giant totoises by rats, one is helping 
design an ecological conservation museum 
for the Charles Darwin Research Foundation 
and one teaches mathematics, electronics 
and industrial arts at Leon’s school. 

THE PEACE CORPS, with about 7000 
volunteers in 59 developing countries, is part 
of ACTION, the citizens service 
established by President Nixon in July, 1971 
to administer federal volunteer programs at 
home and overseas, Michael P. Balzano, Jr. 
is director of ACTION. 

ACTION domestic programs are 
Volunteers in Service to America (VISTA), 
Foster Grandparent Program, Service 
of Retired Executives (SCORE), Active 
Corps of Executives (ACR), Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program (RSVP) and University 
Year for ACTION (UYA).

Highway Safety Urged 
For Holidays And Always 


STATE HIGHWAY Safety Director Eugene 
P. O'Grady said this week his office will be 
working in close cooperation with the 
Highway Patrol and local law enforcement 
agencies to keep Ohio’s Memorial Day 
weekend traffic toll below the 33 deaths 
projevted by Highway Safety statisticians, 

Director O'Grady noted the projection 
covers a 78-hour period from 6 p.m. Friday, 
May 25 to midnight Monday, May 28. 

“This will be the first three-day weekend of 
the warm weather season," he said, ‘‘and we 
know a great many families will be on the 
road to visit e relatives or attend outings 
away from home, Our goal is for every 
family to reach its destination safely and 
return home alive,” 

CITING excessive speed and drinking 
drivers as the dominant causes of traffic 
+o eon gd O'Grady siad he and 

way Patrol Supe Col. Robert 
Chiararsonte will emphasize a ‘Hard line’ 
enforcement policy for all traffic law 
violators apprehended during the 78-hour 
period. 

“Speeders and drunk drivers are a menace 
at any time,” he said, ‘‘but they oa an 


intolerable threat on highways crowded with 
holiday traffic. I have been assured the 
Patrol and local police and sheriffs will be out 
in force, and they'll have instructiosn to take 
the irresponsible motirst off the road—before 
th has a chance to add to the death toll.’’ 

Director O’Grady sid the 33-death 
projection reflects the slight decrease so far 
this year in the number of Ohio traffic 
fatalities per million miles traveled. The 1972 
Memorial Day weekend projection was 35: 
actual death toll was 37. 

Director O'Grady offered these Suggestions 
for safer holiday travel: 

1, Be sure your car is in safe operating 
condipon—check brakes, lights, wiper blades, 
tire pressure, etc. before leaving home. 

2. Leave early, and be prepared to take a

To the Editor: 


This is my 24th year of 
residency in the City 
(formerly the ‘‘Village’’) of 
Worthington. am 
completing my llth year of 
teaching in the Worthington 
City (formerly the 
“Exempted District’’) 
Schools. Each of our three 
sons graduated from 
Worthington High School 
after attending Worthington 
schools for 12 years. (There 
were no public kindergartens 
here at the time they 
started 


-) 

These tidbits of personal 
and public history are meant 
to serve as background as I 
voice my reactions to the vote 
defeating the school levy. 

As taxpayer-teacher it has 
long been evident to me that 
when a comparison is made 
between Worthington and 
other local districts, our taxes 
are relatively higher than are 
our teachers’ salaries. It 
must follow, then, that I am 
very happy that my taxes are 
not going up! 

In my role of teacher there 
may be some _ small 
advantages accuring from 
our future lack of funds. The 
projected cutbacks may well 
lighten my workload! For 
example, most of my 
colleagues and I serve on 
curriculum committees. We 
meet at least once a week 
after school with company 
representatives, admini- 
Strators, and consultants to 
view new supplies and 
systems. 

We p,o over these materials 
the rest of the week and 
soraetimes pilot thern in our 
classrooms. We evaluate 
them and make 
recommendations. Now 
that we will have little money 
to budget for new materials, 
we teachers will, perhaps, be 
relieved of some of these 
extra duties! 

Most of us teaching in 
Worthington try to keep up 
with new developments by 
attending college classes. 
This summer I was to attend 
a science workshop where 
teachers were to be 
instructed in helping students 
learn to inquire by individual 
investigation, experi- 
mentation, and manipulation. 

This kind of instruction 
requires a great variety of 
materials in the different

Generally you'll find 
Muskellunge in big fresh 
water lakes, but he’s a lone 
wolf, so you’ll find him most 
anywhere. I've had beeter 
luck hooking into, and 
sometimes catching one when 
I wasn’t even fishing for 
them, 

These monsters have 
smacked my lures when I was* 
casting for Bass, and even 
when I was trolling for 
Walleyes with small lures, 
and always they would hit 
when I wasn’t expecting it. 

Here’s a tip that sometimes 
works. If you know there are 
Musky’s in the river or hake 
you're fishing, go ahead and 
cast for Bass, or Walleye, but 
watch up and down he 
shoreline expecially in the 
early morning and evening 
hours for minnows or bait fish 
hurriedly skipping away from 
a patch of weeds, or a swirl in 
the water. 

If you see this tell-tale sign 
of a Musky feeding in shallow 
water, head out in the 
direction of the disturbance, 
shut the motor off 30 or 40

Multi-Language Pamphlet 
Will Help Understanding 


A multi-language pamphlet 
designed to help persons who 
cannot understand English 
apply for unemployment 
benefits, has been prepared 
by The Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services 


Administrator 
William E. Garnes explained 
that the pamphlet, which took 
more than one year to 
produce and publish, 
provides a brief explanation 
of a person’s rights under the 
Ohio Unemployment 
Compensation Laws in 13 
languages. i 
These languages, in 
addition to English include’ 
French, German, Spanish, 


Italian, Arabic, Hungarian, 
Slovic, Greek, Chinese, 
Romanian, Yiddish and 
Polish. 


Garnes explained. the 
purpose of the pamphlet is to 
help - non-English speaking 
people better understand 
their rights so they are not 
precluded from receiving 
unemployment compensation 
when otherwise eligible. 

“It is a matter of caring for 
all people and considering 
their rights regardless of 
language,” Administrator 
Garnes said. 

The pamphlet urges the 
applicant who cannot read or 
write English to use someone 
who can translate English 


into their native turn to help 
them fill out the application. 

It goes on to explain how 
determinations are made; 
and the time span required to 
file an appeal if there is 
disagreement with the 
determination. 

Because some of the 
languages reproduced in the 
booklet use non-English 
characters, normal 
production problems were 
compounded. 

The OBES Administrator 


explained that in addition to 


the type setting problems- 
“There aren’t many firms 
which set Arabic or Greek 
type,’ he said-other decisions 
had to be made. 


“For instance,’ Garnes 
said, “We had to decide 
whether to use Hebrew, a 
pure language, or Yiddish, a 
street language”. 

We were convinced, after 
some discussion, that Yiddish 
was the language read, 
spoken and best understood 


Garnes said the cost of the 
7500 hlets was about 
$4,000. Part of the reason for 
the cost, he explained, was 
the expense of setting type of 
the non-English characters 
used in some of the 
languages.

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No One Is Immune 


THOSE who study population trends have discovered that 
80 per cent of us Americans live on five per cent of the 
available land in our country. Convenience to work and 
commerce account for a large part of that tendency, while the 
need for companionship and desire for a moderate climate 
make up for most of the rest. 

When thinking of pollution, we usually think of the canyons 
of large cities, not the amber waves of grain. We are 
conditioned this way. Actually, we find the greatest water 
pollution problem in Ohio is not the toxic factory throw-out or 

the biological byproduct of people, but poorly tended soil 
washing into the waterways. 

The most costly item in air pollution is not the long-gone 
finish of your car or the hospital bills to reline your lungs, it is 
the constant degradation of Ohio crops from air pollution. 

THE OHIO Tuberculosis and Respiratory Disease 
A ‘ciation - the best friend y have - is now making 
available a series of 42 color slides, taken by the U. S. 
Agriculture Department technicians, that show the 
undeniable damage bad air causes on most of Ohio's crops. 

All the way from five to 20 per cent of Ohio's crops receive 
injuries from bad air. Photo-chemical oxidants are 
responsible for more, it seems, than sulphur dioxide. 
Oxidants are made when auto exhaust reacts to sunlight. 

MUCH OF this research on plantlife and air contaminants 
is accomplished by Dr. Dochinger at the Northeast Forestry 
Station, Delaware, Ohio. 

CROPS affected enough to raise the cost of living are 
potatoes, beans, forage crops reflecting on meat prices such 
as clover, blue grass and crownvetch, corn, soybeans, and 
tomatoes. The people who raise our foods must be brought to 
the realization that dirty air and water bring them problems 
as well as to the “city folks’’. 

One of the adversaries of strict environmental legislation in 
Ohio has been the powerful farm lobby. They want farmers to 
be allowed to burn off fields in the spring. They do not want 
pesticides regulated by the Ohio EPA. They want the water 
pollution laws to disregard non-specific origins such as 
sedimentation. 

Now, in view of the evidence as presented by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture slides, farmers who do burn 
fields, do have feedlot runoff, and who do lose their topsoil in 
the creek, are hurting themselves equally as much as others 
are being damaged. 

LIFELINE SUGGESTION: Ask your TB-RD association to 
arrange a loan of the slide series: Show the scripted program 
to your local 4-H club, FFA, or Grange. Let them know

women, 55 years of age and over, on 
becoming senior citizens are no longer willing 
to go on the shelf and watch the stream of life 
rush past. Seniors want to take part in the 
changing life patterns and they are going to 
do so. That’s what this column is about. 

The Council on Aging of Columbus and 
Franklin County, 906 E. Broad St., is the HUB 
of senior activities, and Mrs. Ardath Lynch is 
the Director. From this coordinating point 
flow the six full-time senior citizen centers 
with their varied activities and events five 
days a week, day and evening. 

Special events, antique shows, hobby sales, 
entertainment rallies and golden age 
celebrations of all kinds are handled 
the centers with the thorough cooperation of 
the Council. 

THE COUNCIL itself has two large arms 
stretching out into the community; one is the 
Golden Hobby Shop, the cther the Senior 
Citizens Placement Bureau. In subsequent 
columns we will attempt to give you detailed 
descriptions of these great places. 

For now, we will be brief. -An air of 
creativity fills the Golden Hobby Shop at 906 
E. Broad St. Senior Citizens, superior 
craftsmen in many fields, bring in hand-made 
beautiful objects to be sold on a commission 
basis. Manned by senior citizens, it is a 
favorite place to browse, one that is sure to 
inspire gift ideas for every Holiday in the 
year. 

The Senior Citizens Placement Bureau at 
880 E. Broad St. is a nonprofit organization 
founded to meet three specific needs; first, to 
open a way for those seniors who want to 
supplement their incomes by full time, part 
time, or seasonal work; second, to create an 
opportunity for seniors wanting to find 
constructive occupations that will lend 


greater significance to their lives; and third, 
to give employers who want and can use the 
skills and experiences of the older person an 
easily accessible place to find them. Julian 
Marcus, himself a retired senior citizen who 
needed “something to do”, is the Director. 

He and his competent staff of retired 
business men have interviewed over 600 men 
and women since the inception of the Bureau 
nine months ago. They have placed over 200 
of them, a one in three record (commercial 
ventures have a one in seven ratio). 

Other but no less important adjuncts to the 
Council work: 

The Tele-a-Friend Service was developed 
by the Council and the Franklin County 
Mental Health and Retardation Board. To 
use it, you call or have a friend call Tele-a- 
Friend at 224-7444 and ask to have a volunteer 
assigned to you. At an agreed upon hour 
seven days a week you will be called. If there 
is no response, someone will be sent to check 
on you. Or, you yourself can be the person 
who does the calling. A daily call and a good 
friend in the making is the result. Tele-a- 
Friend service is located at 266 E. Main St. in 
space furnished by the North Columbus 
Jaycees. 

RSVP(Retired Senior Volunteer Program) 
has been fully refunded for the second year. 
Located at 137 E. State St., it provides 
volunteers for all the many meaningful tasks 
that need doing in the community. Volunteers 
are paid carfare and lunch money if 
necessary. Don Zingale is in charge and the 
number to call is 228-7326. 

Monthly Check Cashing Service-Zonta Club 
with the cooperation of the Huntington 
National Bank has inaugurated a check 
cashing service for senior citizens going right 
to where they live. Two days a month an 
armoured car with guards makes the rounds 
of the six metropolitan housing centers to 
allow senior citizens living there to cash their 
pension and social security checks in 
security. 

We have just scratched the suface. This 
column is delighted to have a weekly chance 
to tell about Senior Citizen services. 


Liberty Bell Award 
Goes To Norman Folpe 


THE COLUMBUS Bar Association will 
present its Liberty Bell Award this year to 
Norman E, Folpe.

It would rip apart those successful 
organizations which have been responsible, in 
great measure, for the highest standards of 
living the world has ever known because of 
the economies of large-scale production. This 
would not only raise prices still more at home, 
but would make international competition 


_even tougher, worsening our balance of 


payments and killing many job opportunities. 

American business firms grow big because 
their lowercost products are preferred in the 
marketplace by the people. Let’s let the 
consumers, not the Congress, decide when big 
becomes bad.

District Attorneys Establish 


Crime, Consumer Committee 


DISTRICT Attorneys from 16 metropolitan 
areas met in Columbus last week to establish 
a national Committee on Economic Crime 
and Consumer Protection. 

The Committee, a special program of the 
National District Attorneys Association, is 
sponsored in part by Battelle Memorial 
Institute and The Academy for Contemporary 
Problems of Columbus. Franklin County 
Prosecuting Attorney George Smith is a 
Committee member. 

THE COMMITTEE will develop pilot 
programs for more efective prosecution of 
consumer fraud, whitecollar crime, frauds 
against government and other types of 
organized crime. 

Co-chairmen of the organization meeting at 
the Columbus Hilton Inn were Patrick Leahy, 
District Attorney from Burlington, Vermont; 
and Robert Leonard, District Attorney of 
Flint, Michigan. 

Organizational assistance was provided by 
Patrick Healy, Executive Director of the 
National District Attorneys Association; 
Herbert Edelhertz, Director of Battelle's Law 


and Justice Study Center in Seattle, 
Washington; and John Conrad, Senior Fellow 
in Criminal Justice at The Academy for 
Contemporary Problems. 

IN ADDITION to Burlington, Flint and 
Columbus, cities participating in the 
Committee are Seattle, Washington; 
Houston, Texas; Sacramento, Los 
and San Diego, California; Brooklyn, Buffalo 
and Mineola, New York; Miami, Florida; 
Ohaha, Nebraska; Wichita, Kansas; 
Baltimore, Maryland; and Chicago, Illinois. 

The Committee’s tentative plans include 
establishing a clearinghouse to collect and 
distribute information on common forms of 
economic crime, to provide training to 
district attorneys unfamiliar with techniques 
of investigation and prosecution in this field, 
and to conduct research on economic crime 
and consumer-fraud. 

THE COMMITTEE plans to seek funds 
from the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (L.E.A.A.) of the U.S. 
Department of Justice to support some pilot 
projects. 


Metro Statistical Area 
Redefined, Now Larger 


Kline L. Roberts, President of the 
Columbus Area Chamber of Commerce, has 
been notified by the Office of Management 
and Budget, through Roy L. Ash, Director, 
that they have redefined the Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical Area for Columbus. 
Added to the previous three county SMSA of 
Delaware, Franklin and Pickaway are 
Fairfield and Madison Counties. 

“THE SIGNIFICANCE of the change,"’said 
Mr. Roberts, “‘is that the Columbus SMSA 
now has reached a population of 1,080,216 as of 
May 1, 1973 and is projected to be 1,100,175 by 
December of this year. This increases the 
number of households frorn 292,200 to 324,081, 
and increases the tax evaluation of the five 
county SMSA to $3,562,300,000. 

It increases buying income to $3,793,679,000 
up $300 million from the previous figure and 
increases the total retail sales to 


$1,801,424,000, up $200 million." 


Mr. Roberts stated that in the 
communication from Director Ash, the 
actions redefining the SMSA are a result of a 
comprehensive review over the past two 
years by the Office of Management and 
Budget and reflects the application of criteria 
based on the 1970 population census. 


Each SMSA consists of one or more entire 
counties which meets standards pertaining to 
population and metropolitan character. 
SMSA definitions were first developed and 
issued about 23 years ago for use by all 
federal agencies compiling general purpose 
statistical data, including census statistics on 
population, housing, industry, and trade; 
current employment and payroll data; and 
local housing market and labor market 
analyses.

St ‘ 
around 6 to 8 Ibs., here’s a few 
things to remember that 
might help you land the big 
one; the bait, the weather and 
the time of day. 

The best bait is the six to 
eight inch chub minnows. In 
summer fish them in 
regions of the lake. You'll find 
the water temperature there 
better for walleye. On the 
surface of. the water, 
temperature may be seventy 
degrees, but in the deeper 
water where the sun doesn’t 
reach, it’s a lot cooler. 
Walleye’s prefer 
temperatures of fifty to sixty 
five degrees. 

Just as important is the 
weather and the time of day. 
Early morning, late evening 
and night time is the best Iv'e 
found to catch walleye, when 
the glare of the sun is off the 
water and not shining in their 


eyes, 

Try drift fishing and 
trolling, and when you catch 
one, ancor your boat and fish 
the same area or troll over 
the same spot again because 
walleye’s will school up to 
feed and you'll catch more 
than one in the same spot. 

Here’s another tip, don't 
hesitate to go fishing for 
walleye’s when you get a 
windy and cloudy day, It’s 
one of the best times. 


Fresh Fish 
For Better Flavor 


Did you know that fish 
should not have a fishy taste. 
At least most folks feel that 
way. If fish are not cleaned 
and put on ice right away, 
they will taste fishy. Unfrozen 
fresh fish is sweet tasting, 
especially walleye’s, and 
darn good eating. If you've 
ever eaten fish caught, 
cleaned and cooked

away, you know the flavor 
I’m talking about. A lot of 
your frozen fish found in 
supermarkets have been 
professionally quick frozen 
and retain most of their 
flavor, but fish that you 
freeze at home sometimes 
form ice crystlas and this 
causes the loss of a lot of 
flavor and gives you soggy 
fish. 


You can tell by now I prefer 
fresh unfrozen fish. You will 
too if you remember to clean 
them as soon as possible and 
put them on ice or in the 
refrigerator. 

Why don’t you take along 
an ice chest on all your 
fishing trips even when the 
weather is cool, the trunk of 
your car is a lot warmer than 
you think, and that two or 
three hour drive home with a 
stop or two for refreshments 
can ruin a good catch if 
they're not cooled.

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Police Advise On How 
To Make Home Safer

A little common sense and good 
judgement can mean the difference 
between a well protected home and a 
home susceptible to burglary. 

Columbus and suburban police 
departments are working to inform 
residents of the best ways to make their 
homes safe. 

As summer approaches and more 
and more families are taking vacations 
Officer Earl Moore, community 
relations officer for the Columbus 
Police Department, explained that it is 
even more important that proper 
precautions are taken. 


Moore said Crime in the Columbus 
area was down 9.2 per cent last year. 
He attributed this to the public 
accepting part of the responsibility for 
reporting theft and suspicious persons, 
the increased number of police officers, 
the police helicopter and the dedication 
of individual officers. 

In 1971, 10,051 burglaries were 
reported; in 1972 this figure had 
dropped to 9,641. 


In these cases Moore estimated that 
80 per cent involved the “casual” 
burglar. The remaining 20 per cent he 
attributed to the professional or 
semiprofessional offender. 

“It’s the causal ones that give us the 
biggest problem because of the number 
involved. ‘‘People give them so many 
opportunities, ‘‘Moore stressed. 

B‘Burglary is a crime of stealth, 
(sneak crime). Approximately 95 per 
cent is done while there is no one in the 
home.” 


Moore said the other five per cent are 
very dangerous because of the burglars 
brazen attitude by entering the home 
witii someone there. 

Moore advised anyone who awakes 
and finds an intruder to remain quiet 
and pretend to be asleep. 

“It’s better to loose possessions than 
to risk frightening the intruder, who 
may be armed,” Moore said. 

A resident who can safely dial the 
operator should do so and ask her to 
connect him with the police. 

Moore warned that more than ever 
before burglars are armed and 


prepared to use their weapon. 
“Burglars are more violent today,”’ he 
said. 

When a resident returns home and 
sees signs of possible entry, Moore said, 
no attempt should be made by the 
individual to enter the home. 


“Just go to the nearest phone and call 
the police, . It’s just too dangerous to go 
in,"’ he said. 

The officer said it was easy to 
distinguish between the crime 
committed by the causal and the 
professional burglar. 

““We can tell by the methods they use. 
The causal burglar is sloppy and will 
take any objects which he can easily 
sell. The professional is efficient, neat 
and takes the most valuable items 
which will bring large sums. The 
professional is more likely to break into 
a store and take everything out,” he 
said. 


Moore said there is definitely a 
connection between drug abuse and 
burglary. ‘‘Our squad estimates that 
between 40-60 per cent of all burglaries 
are directly or indirectly related to 
drugs. They break into drug stores or 
other places where they can get drugs 
or they steal objects to sell for drugs.” 

As far as deterring devices Moore 
said, ‘‘Werecommend almost anything 
which will deter the criminal.” He 
suggested such things as dead bolt 
locks and chain locks. ‘‘Get a good lock 
then use it.” 


Moore said those with extremely 
valuable property should protect it with 
safety devices, but he reminded 
residents not to spend more than they 
can afford to protect their home. 

For those planning trips the 
Department provides a vacation watch. 

Residents are advised to call area 
police and tell them they will be leaving 
town. 

An officer will be sent to the home to 
advice on security measures and obtain 
pertinent information. The officer in 
the vicinity will make frequent checks 
and residents are asked to notify the 
Department as soon as they return. 


Moore suggested timers might be 
used to turn lights on and off and said 
the bathroom and kitchen lights are 
best. 


“The porch light shouldn't be left on 
all the time, neighbors should be 
informed, drapes should be left open 
and all deliveries stopped,”’ he said. 


The following recommendations were 
made for making homes and 
neighborhoods safer: 

Whenever leaving home, if only for a 
few minutes, make sure that all the 
doors and windows are locked. 


Keep the garage door closed and 
locked at all times, whether home or 
not. 

Keep a record of all serial numbers of 
T.V. sets, stereos, guns, cameras, etc. 
Moore said enscribing items with a 
social security number is the coming 
thing. 

Observe carefully and report any 
suspicious persons or vehicles. 

Trim any shrubbery around doors so 
that it will not provide a protective 
screen for burglars. 

Make sure that all locks on doors and 
windows are in good working order. 


Do not leave lawnmowers, tools or 
other equipment unattended in the 
yard. 

Women at home alone should be 
extremely cautious of strangers at the 
door. 


Keep valuable stamp, jewelry and 
coin collections in a safety deposit box 
rather than at home. 

Cooperate with officers investigating 
offenses in the neighborhood. 

Report any crime to the police at once 
and be willing to testify. 

Keep the vehicles parked in your 
driveway locked at all times. 


Saturday a pilot program for a home 
and small business security survey was 
announced for the south Linden area. 


Officer Moore, Lt. Robert Goldsberry 
and Clarence Lumpkin, director of the 
South Linden Area Council, announced 
the cooperative police-community 
effort which will be conducted by the 
100 auxiliary officers of the Columbus 
Police Department. 


If the program is successful in cutting 
down the number of burglaries in the 
area, it could be extended to other 
areas of the city Moore said.

Wild Plant Cookery

Add chopped onion to taste 
and pour mixture over 
dandelion blossoms, 

* Dot the top with butter, and 
bake in oven at 375 degrees 
until eggs are set, or until a 
knife pushed into the dish 
comes out clean. As an 
option, imitation bacon 
crumbs can be sprinkled over 
the top before placing dish in 
oven. Dandelion blossom 
flavor has been compared to 
fresh, wild mushrooms.

Portmouth State 
Park Renamed 


Natural Resources 
Director William B. Nye has 
announced that Portsmouth 
State Park has been officially 
renamed Shawnee State 
Park. 

Nye said the name change, 
which has the support of the 
Portsmouth Chamber of 
Commerce and many 
Portsmouth area 
conservation and nature 
clubs, will reflect for Ohioans 
the rich Indian history of the 
Scioto County area where the 
park is located. 

Shawnee State Park is 12 
miles west of Portsmouth on 
State Route 125 near the Ohio 
River. 

“South-central Ohio is 
renowned for its Indian 
history and for this reason we 
feel that the Shawnee name is 
most appropriate for the 
park,"’ Nye said. ‘This 
heritage was _ earlier 
recognized in the selection of 
the name Shawnee for the 
park’s new iodge.” 


Renaming the 1,13é-acre 
park also conforms to a policy 
of naming state parks and 
park facilities to reflect local 
historical, natural or 
geographical significance 
rather than after persons or 
political entities such as 
cities, counties, villages or 
townships. 


Nye said Shawnee State 
Park originally was named 
after the City of Portsmouth 
in part to bring recognition to 
the city from a promotional 
standpoint. ‘‘This may have 
served a during the 
period of the park's 
development,” he said, “‘but 
now that it is fully developed 
with the new lodge and 
cabins, it is felt the name 
Shawnee will do more to 
create interest in the park as 
a tourist attraction.”

Big Fish In Small Ponds 


Where’s the best place to 
take the beginning fisherman 
or that special boy of yours to 
teach him how to fish? I’d say 
one of the many thousands of 
farm ponds that are 
overlooked by most 
fisherman. They're scattered 
throughout Ohio and the US. 
and do you know most of 
these little ponds are loaded 
with game and panfish. 

I’VE SEEN largemouth 
bass up to seven pounds and 
I've caught bluegills the size 
of your ahnd out of these little 
ponds. Getting permission to 
fish them is easy if you just 
ask the land owner, and you 
should. I’ve found the bstt 
time to fish them is early in 
the morning and late evening. 
However, you can fish them 
year round, even through the 


ice. 

Remember to approach the 
weedy areas of farm ponds 
quietly so you don't scare that 
big one away. Fish water four 
to six feet deep and in the 
spring and fall a lot 
shallower, Cast and use 
artificials or try a cane pole 
and bobber baited with a 
worm or minnow.

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all the fish in the pond, it’s 
almost impossible, there’s 
more fish in them than you 
think. 

Caution Against Snagging Of 
Fish 

Fred A. Schob, Law 
Enforcement Supervisor for 
District One, Division of 
Wildlife, cautions fishermen 
against the snagging of fish 
below certain dams which are 
posted with signs prohibiting 
this practice. 

“In the spring especially”, 
said Schob, “many species of 
fish are concentrated below 
dams on streams and rivers. 
Snagging by blindly drawing 
hooks through the water 
below .the dams kills or 
injuries many game and pan 
fish as well as the forage fish. 
These problem area are well 
posted with signs reading 
‘Trot Lines and Snagging 
Prohibited for a Distance of 
1,000 Feet Below Dams’, so 
there should be no doubt in 
fishermens’ minds which 
areas are restricted. This 
regulation will be enforced”’, 
continued Schob, ‘and 
persons found in violation will 
be cited.”

SHOULD WE WORRY? 

People ask me, ‘Are we really in trouble with our 
environment, or are dire predictions trumped up 
propaganda?” This question arises more frequently these 
days, now that most levels of government are starting to 
move on their own problem areas of pollution. 

I, personally, don’t care for the “doomsday attitude” used 

by many well-meaning organizations. The subject is too 
broad and complex to be able to correctly forecast the 
outcome, either good or bad. To say that, if we.don’t do this 
or that, the planet will die in ten, twenty or fifty years - that’s 
a bit much for me to swallow. Yet, can we afford to junk all 
warnings and go about our knitting and trash making with a 
nary a glance over our shoulder? 
..MANY OF THE world’s smartest people ARE worried 
over certain aspects of the plaet’s pollution and resource 
depletion, Fifty of them have banded together under the title 
of the “CLUB OF ROME". The membership includes some 
of the world’s most eminent scientists, industrialists, 
educators, sociologists and economists from 25 nations. 

American members include our most esteemed men of 
letters, Nobel prize winners and notables. They have 
instituted three major studies so far, a study of the future if 
present growth rates continue - at the Massachugetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT), and separate regio dies 
undertaken at Case Western Reserve and the Technical 
University of Hanover, Germany. 

The MIT study is completed. The project team members, 

numbering 17 (11 Americans), were chosen for their 
capabilities. All known data on world trends in growth were 
fed into computers. Included were not only population 
figures but gross product, individual product, food 
production capabilities and enery consumption, 
..IN MY HUMBLE opinion, the MIT study is the fairest and 
most intelligent study ever completed of the future of the 
planet. The findings MUST be red and understood by every 
teacher, lawmaker, and planner if wer are to avoid the 
predictions of the MIT study. 

The study poses the question - ‘‘To what end do do we 
continue population increases greater than food production 

‘inereases?’’ Another teaser - “Where will the tendency end 

to cluster cities so big that healthful living is nearly 
impossible?” 
..WAY BACK in 1857, John Stuart Mill asked, ‘'Towards 
what ultimate point is society tending by its industrial 
progress?"' The only solution foreseen by the Club of Rome is 
one that mill also proposed, ‘A stationary condition of 
capital and population.” I think that means to channel 
progress into mental and social and cultural development, 
but slow the growth of material things. 

Because the USA is so affluent, we would be affected more 

than other nations. We use 42 per cent of the world’s 
aluminum, 44 per cent of the coal, 33 per cent of the copper, 32 
per cent of the cobalt, 26 per cent of the gold, 28 per cent of the 
iron, 25 per cent of the lead, 24 per cent of the mercury, 40 per 
cent of the molybdenum and 50 per cent of the pertoleum. By 
the same token, in using the most of everything, we make the 
most pollution. 
_.LIFELINE SUGGESTION: Spend $1.25 and buy the MIT 
study at your bookseller, It is in paperback by Signet and 
called LIMITS OF GROWTH.

State University in updating a 10-year- 
oid study of school building needs in the 
Columbus Public School.. 

What began as a see! ly short- 
term special assignment for Rudy 
blossomed into an illustrious 24-year 
career at the Columbus Education 


Center, spanning the most explosive 
period of growth, exchange and 
turbulence in the history of the 
Columbus Public Schools. Among the 
current employees at the.C.nter, Rudy 
has the longest tenure of uninterrupted 
service. 


Fawcett promoted Rudy to director 
of administrative research in 1952 and 
to executive assistant to the 
superintendent in 1956, Both positions 
were new in the adminstrative 
organization of the school system. 

Rudy was promoted to his present 
post four years later by Superintendent 
Dr. Harold H. Eibling to succeed the 
last Stanley L. Gingery. 


Rudy has a vivid memory of the 
atmosphere he stepped into at the 
central office in 1949. He recalled that 
“at the end of World War II, Columbus 
was just beginning to visualize itself as 
perhaps a little more than an 
overgrown small town at the Board- 
and High crossroad. Our school 
buildings were outdated and our 
curricular programs were the object of 


sarcastic remarks from both th 
educational experts and non-experts. 
His 24 ee ey the central office 
“always have challenging,”’ Rudy 
says, and the progress has been 
dramatic. He said, ‘Now we are not

and still-progressing 
educational program.” 


Rudy noted that “the administrative 
teamwork in the Columbus schools at 
Cabinet level has been almost unique 
among the large cities of the country.” 


Rudy sees a bright future for his 
beloved hometown. He said, 
“Columbus itself has been evolving 
during the last three decades into one of 
the fine large communities of the 
nation, and I believe because of its well- 
balanced economy, the access to good 
schools and universities, the presence 
of state offices, the closeness of certain 
federal installations, and the lack of 
any natural barrier to growth, tends to 


attract as permanent or semi- 
premanent residents the kind of quality 
people who can insure its continued 
substantial growth.” 


As for the future, Rudy said, “I have 
no definite plans, but I probably won't 
be able to stay away from education or 
something else to which I may be able 
to contribute.”’

Rudy's record of accomplishment 
was recognized by the Central Ohio 
Chapter of the American Society for 
pe fe pa cae in 1971, when he 
was as outstanding public 
employee in Central Ohio. 

Rudy received all of his formal 
education in Columbus. He attended 
Linden Elementary School and 
Eleventh Avenue Junior High School 
(now an elementary) and was 


graduated from North High School, He 
two degrees and completed 
extensive additional graduate study at 
Ohio State University and served as a 
part-time English instructor at the 
university from 1945 to 1956. 

After serving as a teacher of 
chemistry, mathematics and English at 
Mifflin High School for four vears. 
Rudy joined the Columbus Public 
Schools in 1939. He taught at Starling 
Junior High School for four years and at 
Linden-McKinley High School for five 


years. 

He was brought to the central office 
as a teacher on special assignment by 
Novice G. Fawcett during the fall of 
1949 a few weeks after Fawcett had 
assumed the superintendency. He was 
-assigned responsibility for assisting the 
Bureau of Education Research at Ohio 
State University in updating a 10-year- 
old study of school building needs in the 
Columbus Public Sctiool.. 

What began as a see ly short- 
term special assignment for Rudy 
blossomed into an illustrious 24-year 
career at the Columbus Education 


Center, the most explosive 
period of growth, exchange and 
turbulence in history of the 
Columbus Public Schools. Among the 
current employees at the Center, Rudy 
has heed longest tenure of uninterrupted 
service. 


Fawcett promoted Rudy to director 
of administrative research in 1952 and 
to executive assistant to the 
superintendent in 1956. Both 
were new in the adminstrative 
organization of the school system. 

Rudy was promoted to his present 
post four years later by Superintendent 
Dr. Harold H. Eibling to succeed the 
last Stanley L. Gingery. 


Rudy has a vivid memory of the 
atmosphere he ‘stepped into at the 
central office in 1949. He recalled that 
“at the end of World War II, Columbus 
was just beginning to visualize itself as 
perhaps a little more than an 
overgrown small town at the Board- 
and High crossroad. Our school 
buildings were outdated and our

“Hopefully, other park 
districts in Ohio will take 
advantage of the natu 
e preserve system to provide 
additional protection for their 
unique lands.” 

Highbanks, an area of 
gorges and high shale cliffs, 
overlooks the Olentangy 
River north of Worthington, 
off U.S. Route 23. The 100-foot 
cliffs dominating the eastern 


shore of the river are. 


composed of Ohio balck shale 
and are very unusual for 
central Ohio, 

An oak-hickory forest 
association dominates the dry 
ridges and bluffs, while 
sycamore, elm, willow and 
maple are predominate in the 
flood plain along the river. 
Highbanks has an abundance 
of wildflowers, shrubs and 
wildlife. 

The Blacklick Woods area 
is one of the best remaining 
examples of a beech-maple 
swamp forest association in 
central Ohio. The area 
contains very large beech and 
maple trees plus a diverse 
assortment of plant and 
animal life. Blacklick Woods, 
off Livingston Avenue near 
Reynoldsburg, is open to the 
public now. Highbanks will 
open to the public this 
Summer. 


The Ohio Natural Areas Act 
of 1970 authorizes the 
Department of Natural 
Resources to organize a 
system of public and 
privately-owned nature 
preserves. The preserves, 
which must be of a rare or 
unique nature, are 
and managed by the 
Department for the 
educational and scientific 
uses of Ohio citizens. 

Nye said that the nature 
preserve system is ideal for 
private citizens who want to 
protect their land from 
development and, at the same 
time retain ownership. After 
land is dedicated as a nature 
preserve, it is exempt from 
taxation. ‘These priceless

As soon as we got inside the 
door the whole atmosphere 
was changed. We were 
surrounded with color, gaeity 
and beauty. 

Dolls of every size smiled 
and glowed at us from tables 
and shelves; macrame, 
paintings and knitted 
hangings hung in 

. enchantment on the walls; 
and hand painted china, wood 
carvings, and beaten silver 
gleamed from the front room 
tables. 


As the Director, Gini Hunt, 
enthusiastically displayed 
her five  talent--packed 
rooms, she explained to us 4 
little bit about how the shop 
works. ‘‘our things are made 
with hand and heart,” she 
said, Our consignors are all 
senior citizens. 

There are only two 
requirements for them: they 
must be residents of Franklin 
County and all products must 
have been constructed after 
the makers have reached 
their 60th year. Many items 
are made by members of one 
of the six senior citizens 
centers, operated by the 
Columbus Recreation and 
Parks Department, and some 
are made by members of the 
community at large. 

“Our hosts and hostesses 
for each day are drawn from 
the senior centers, our other 
volunteers come from there 
also as well as from the 
community. Just to give you 
an adea, in the first five 
months of 1973, we have 
logged 761 hours from our 
hosts and hostesses and 2639 
hours from other volunteers. 

The oldest of our consignors 
is 92. I must say I find no 
relationship between skills, 
craftsmanship, and age. Age 
embellishes rather than 
diminishes. We know there is 
more talent hiding out there. 

We would welcome it here. 
We have a few simple rules 
about seasonal items, 
withdrawals and reduction 
agreements, and do charge a 
$1.00 membership fee per 
year to sell thru the Shop.” 

As seems usual with all the 
dedicated people who work 
with the Council on Aging 
activities, Mrs. Hunt came on 
the scene first as a volunteer. 
For two years she was 
chairman of the annual 
Senior Citizens Selling Mart 
which was held at one of the 
Senior Citizen Centers. 

There was such a 
phenomenal growth in the 
once-a-year sale, that it was 
obvious the sale could no 
longer be confined to one 
Senior Citizens Center 
without closing that Center 
entirely for at least three or 
four weeks beforehand. 

The Golden Hobby Shop 
was accordingly opened in 
July-1971 as the first project 
of the Council on Aging of 
Franklin County and funded 
by The Columbus 
Foundation. The Shop opened 
with 215 consignors. By 
Christmas 1971, there were 
476 and in the first 21 months 
the Shop had returned $50,500 
to participating seniors. 
There are now 717 consignors. 

Jane Davis (Mrs. William 
North Davis), is responsible 
for the skillful display of the 
thousands of handmade 
items. It is almost impossible 
to describe the total effect of 
tranquility, sparkle, 
professionalism, and joy. 

Many of the artists are 
carrying out life long desires 
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to devote themselves to 
creative work and others 
have taken on a new vocation 

on by classes held at 
the Centers under the 
leadership of the Columbus 
Recreation and Parks 
Department. 

A retired accountant took 
up leaded glass work, and is 
now one of the leading 
“sellers” in leaded glass 
hangings. A 91 year old 
woman, a professional 
organist for many years, has 
been turning out marvelous 
asleep -awake dolls. 


With dolls from another 
consignor you can tell a whole 
fairy tale. Take Little Red 
Riding Hood, turn her 
around, and there is the wolf 
on her back, flip up her 
elegant skirts, turn her tip to

And So 
It Grows 


Better stake and tie those 
newly planted trees and 
shrubs, especially dwarf fruit 
trees. With winds like we 
have been having, even older, 
established trees are in 
danger of being uprooted. 

Fruit trees, particularly 
dwarf apple trees, are 
shallow rooted and it doesn’t 
take much wind and rain 
soaked soil to turn them over. 
Use either a 2X2 inch X 6 or 8 
foot stake driven in the 
ground by the tree and tie the 
tree to the stake or stakes and 
guy wires—three stakes with 
wires to anchor the tree or 
shrub. 

Regardless of the staking 
method used, be sure to run 
the wire through an old piece 
of garden hose where it 
encircles the tree. This will 
prevent the wire cutting into 


the tree or shrub stem.

With the vacation months here, travelers should remember 
that 1973 Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports to federal 
outdoor recreation facilities are available at post offices and 
areas of the National Park System where entry fees are

Fuel Allocation 


Also included in this bill is a non-binding resolution urging 
the states to lower their maximum speed limits to 55 miles an 
hour to conserve fuel. 


Minimum Wage 


The major item before Congress this week was a bill to 
increase the minimum wage and extend its coverage to 
additional workers. Under current law the basic minimum 
wage is $1.60 per hour, and $1.30 per hour for farm workers. 
Present coverage encompasses 47 million workers. 

The measure passed by the House raises the minimum 
wage in three yearly increments to $1.80 to $2.00 and finally to 
$2.20 an hour. Farm workers will eventually reach $2.20 an 
hour by a series of four steps. 

Minimum wage coverage is extended to all governmental 
employees, household domestics, and employees of large 
conglomerates-an additional 6 million persons. Overtime 
provisions are extended to bus drivers, certain ‘agricultural 
and food processing employees, hotel and motel workers, and 
nursing home employees. A more moderate substitute known 
as the Erlenborn substitute was offered on the House Floor, 
but was narrowly defeated.

Financial Problems 


Superintendent Dr. John Ellis told 
Franklin County legislators Monday 
the Columbus schools will face a severe 
financial crunch in 1975 unless 
education aid provisions of the new 
state budget bill are increased. 

Ellis made his comments during a 90- 
minute luncheon session in which 
Board of Education members and 
school administration officials met with 
local legislators to discuss education 
related legislation now pending in the 


reductions in personnel the school 
system’s projected expenses for 1975 
total more than $103.5 million. 

He pointed out that under the budget 
bill adopted by the House April 18, the 
school system's income for that year 
will amount to only $95.7 million. 

Emphasizing that Columbus spends 
less per pupil than any other large city 
school system in the state, Ellis said 
the need for additional aid results from 
lack of adequate support and not 
overspending. 

ELLIS SAID school officials would 
like to avoid asking voters to approve 
an operating levy in order to obtain 
additional support. Agreeing with the 
superintendent, Board member Mrs. 
Virginia Prentice said her discussions 
with members of the community in- 
aay little support for an operating 
levy. 

Board member Paul Langdon 
reminded the legislators that the state 
income tax passed in 1971 was billed as 
a tax to aid education and said the ef-

Receive 


Funds 


State Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson 
reported that Ohio schools received 
total net payments of $37,642,006.24 in 
June under the state school foundation 
program. 

The gross school subsidy for the 
month totaled $56,204,887.37, Ferguson 
said. However, the state made direct 
payments to the two employe 
retirement systems as well as 
allocating $1,429,904.71 to the county 
boards of education. 

The State Teachers Retirement 
System received $14,108,694.53, while 
the School Employes Retirement 
System received $3,024,281.89—-both as 
the employers’ share of the pension 


programs. 

School foundation subsidy. payments, 
by legislative mandate, are made to the 
88 county auditors, Ferguson noted. 
The county auditors, in turn, distribute 
the funds by formula to the school 
districts within the counties. 

However, the net amount allocated in 
June for the 180 city school districts 
amounted to $18,219,738.78, for the 387 
local school districts $17,311,150.67, and 
for the 49 exempted village school 
districts $2,111,116.79, the Auditor 


reported, 

School foundation allocations in June 
for Franklin county school districts 
totaled$2,681,402.61. 

Area districts received the following 
amounts: Bexley, $19,496.47; Columbus 
received, $1,350,886.30; Whitehall 
received, $70,108.87; and Madison Local

The retirements of two Columbus 
Elementary school principals and the 
resignation of an assistant senior high 
principal were personnel items 
included in the agenda for the recent 
Board of Education meeting. 

Retiring effective June 30 are Alpine 
Elementary Principal Mrs. Ruth 
Rankin and Mrs. Imogene Morrow, 
principal of Shady Lane Elementary 
since 1957. 

A NATIVE OF Columbus and 
graduate of the Columbus schools, Mrs. 
Rankin joined the school system in 1941 
as a teacher at Ohio Avenue 
Elementary after three years ‘of 
teaching in Mount Sterling, Ohio. In her 
32 years with the Columbus schools, she 
served as principal of five 
lelementaries. 

After four years as a teacher at Ohio 
Avenue, Mrs. Rankin received her first 
administrative assignment, beign 
appointed principal of Stewart 
Elementary in 1945. Seven years later, 
she was named principal of Avondale 
Elementary and in 1956 became 
principal of High land Elementary 
School.

This allows them to get 
back in the employment system even if they 
had been convicted of crimes while on drugs. 

VA hospitals also are training the veterans 


to cope with the paperwork and testing 
required by many personnel offices. Informal 
courses are offered in producing acceptable 
job resumes. 

The Bronx, N.Y., VA hospital, for example, 
has hired 46 veterans from its drug treatment 
program. Some chose school instead of jobs, 
but most have ‘‘graduated’’ to non- 
government jobs in the civilian: sector. 

NEARLY three-fourths of the veterans 
attending the Newark, N.J., 
treatment clinic are working for pay, or are in 
school, or enrolled in apprenticeship and job 
training programs. More than half of the 277 
are working, at average pay of $146 per week. 

These results are due to good teamwork 
among the local public and private agencies, 
it was stated. 

Ex-addicts in Newark often prefer 
technical training to college, and are enrolled 
in courses in welding, carpentry, and waste 
water treatment.

First Aid Kits Handy 


For Summer Travelers 


MOTORISTS who do a good deal of daily 
traveling or those planning long trips this 
summer should keep first aid kits in their cars 
to insure assistance against minor health and 
accident problems, advises J. David Ryan, 
General Manager of The Columbus Auto 
Club-AAA. 

“Prompt treatment of minor problems such 
as headaches, sunburn, car sickness or insect 
bites can save the traveler’s day from being a 
wasted one,” the club official pointed out. 

PREPARING a personal first aid kit is 
advisable, the AAA spokesman said, since it 
can contain prescription medicines along 
with the old reliables such as aspirin, motion 


sickness pills, antiseptics, bandages, tape, 
scissors, insect repellent, and suntan, sun- 
burn and insect bite lotions. 

“Tt is also wise to consult the family 
physician before a trip for prescriptions 
which may be needed depending on places to 
be visited, especially if they are out-of-the 
way sites, and planned activities,” the AAA 
official noted. 

THE AAA club’s statement also issues a 
warning to drivers to avoid medications 
which might affect driver reactions or cause 
drowsiness, If these must be taken, the AAA 
official suggests letting someone else do the 
driving. 


Campus Maps For Blind 
Developed By Students 


TWO COLLEGE students have worked 
nearly two years perfecting campus maps for 
fellow students. 

The students they hope to help are blind, 
and the maps are produced in braille. 

“We did it so they could, hopefully, get 
around campus more easily,’ Charles 
Schwartzmann, an Ohio State University 


out of college because they couldn’t cope with 
meeting classes all over campus. We hope we 
can change that and not only keep blind 
students in school, but encourage other to 
enroll,” 

SCHWARTZMANN, an international 
relations major from Tucson, Arizona, began 
working on the maps in April, 1971. Tom 
Rickett, an Ohio State University junior from 
Wooster, Ohio, majoring in city planning, 
joined him about a year later. 

Both worked on the maps as a project for 
Ohio Staters, Inc., a student service 
organization of which they are members. 

“At first we met some resistance from 
people whose professional help we sought,” 
Schwartzmann said. ‘‘They told us we'd need 
a professional engineer to design the maps 
and about $3,000 to produce them. But we 
were able to get valuable help from the 
university’s Counseling Center, Battelle 
Memorial Institute of Columbus, the Central 
Ohio Vision Center and blind students 
themselves, and I think we've spent about $60 

the maps so far.” 

THE BRAILLE maps are designed on thin 
sheets of aluminum with masses of copper 


screen, wire, adhesive tape, braille word- 
strips glued to them and with carefully- 
gouged markings to represent safe walking 
routes and locations of hazards such as chain 
fences, bicycle racks and dropoffs. 

All information, including outlines of 
buildings, is printed in braille. The maps are 
then reproduced on 10-by12 inch molded 
plastic sheets. 

““We’ve completed maps for west campus,”’ 
Rickett said. “Now we're going te produce 
maps for the rest of the campus, which we'll 
put in notebooks. 

Then a blind student can find his way 
around campus by opening the notebook and 
reading the sheets.” 

RICKETT said maps of the entire campus 
can fit on 30 plastic sheets, He and 
Schwartzmann will then give the notebooks to 
new and returning blind students this fall, 
along with an audio cassette explaining them. 

“Tt sounds like a lot of maps,” Rickett siad, 
“but we can’t reduce them beyond a 1-to-80 
ratio and have them be acceptable to the 
touch. Fingers can’t feel detail like eyes can 
see it. Besides, Ohio State is a big place.” 

About 3,680 acres and 350 buildings make up 
Ohio State’s Columbus campus. Some 45,000 
students attend classes here, 51 of whom are 
blind. 

The two students hope other colleges and 
universities across the country will copy the 
map idea for use on their campuses. 

“It’s not right for a person not to get to go to 
college just because he’s blind,” 
Schwartzmann said. “Maybe the maps will 
help a little.”

WITH Independence Day 
approaching and celebrations planned 
throughout the land, that symbol of our 
past, present, and future, our flag, 
comes into a prominent position. 


Every citizen knows that to display 
the American flag on a flagpole you 
joyfully hoist it to the top with the blue 
field in the uppermost left corner. 
Everyone knows that when you hang it 
horizontally, the stars ar the upper left. 
But are you sure you know hot to hang it 
correctly. when putting it vertically 
against a wall or in a window? 

MANY. people throughout Columbus 
forget that the blue field stays in the 

position, inthe upper left corner. 


»_ same: 
whether the flag is hung vertically or 


horizontally. 

Last July Fourth we observed and 
kept account of how many residents on 
one side of one long street of Columbus 
had hung a flag vertically right or 
wrong. The figures showed a shocking 
seven out of seventeen had hung it 
incorrectly. 


We just said everybody knows how to 
display the flag horizontally in correct 
manner. On one recent occasion they 
didn’t. A local branch post office had a 
huge flag hung inside. It spread 
completely across the large store front 
type window facing the street. The field 
was in the upper left as observed from 
the inside. We mentioned to several 
post office employees that most people 
saw the flag from the outside and that it 
should be reversed. Some other 
patrons joined in the discussion. Most 
agreed with us. 


THE POST office clerks merely 
scratched their heads and mumbled, 
not sure about the whole matter. We 
are certain they only thought, when 
fastening up the flag, that they were 
putting it on a wall and that it looked 
fine. We are just as certain that if they 
had been putting a flag in a smaller 
window at home, the field would have 
been in the upper left corner for the 
passersby.

Local Girl to Chicago 


What started out as a Senior Girl 
Scout troop project to help finance 
attendance at a 17 day national event in 
Chicago for one of its members has 
become, in addition, a family’s chief 
liesure time activity and a community- 
wide ecology drive. 

Renee Kartavich, 17, daughter of 
Mrs. R. J. Kartovich, has been chosen 
to represent all Ohio Girl Scouts at “Big 
City Sampler,” July 12-28 in Chicago. 
She will be one of 60 Girl Scouts from 
throughout the United States who will 
be sampling life in that city, 

Living on the campus of Mundelein 
College the girls will receive 
orientation from experts in the field of 
urban living and then be placed in 
selected social agencies throughout the 
city, to actually participate in their 
programs. 

They will hear an urban sociologist 
speak on behavior in a city, learn about 
woman and city politics, attend an 
outdoor concert, go on a walking tour of 
Chicago’s famous Loop, and explore in 
small groups other parts of the city. 
There will be a bike trip to Lincoln Park 
Zoo followed by a picnic on the shore of 
Lake Michigan. 

The purpose of the affair is to help the 
girls add a new dimension to their lives, 
to help develop insight and 
understanding of their rapidly 
changing world and to aid them to more 
clearly know themselves and_ find 
direction for the future.

Spinning Lures 


Catch Bigger Fish 


THEY DON’T look like 
anything natural, but they do 
catch fish! That’s the opinion 
of most anglers when they see 
some of the new single and 
double bladed spinner lures 
being made today. Spinner 
blade fishing is rapidly 
becoming a proven method 
for taking big fish. 

The current popularity of 
spinner lures comes from 
their use in southern lakes, 
but their appeal is such that 
they are quickly finding a 
place in tackle boxes all over 
the country. 

Here are some tips about 
spinner blade lures from the 
Mercury outboards fishing 
experts that will help those 
who haven't fished them get 
started. 

SPINNER lures have been 
around for years, but 
variations have been slow in 


coming. Most popular 
spinners now include one or 
two blades on a single shaft, 
at an angle behind a lead 
head. 

On the other point of the 
wire shaft is a hook and skirt - 
- made of feathers or rubber. 
Innovation comes in 
positioning the spinner blades 
just above the hook, making 
the lure — in effect - 
weedless. 

EXPERIENCE has shown 
that on the large 
impoundments spinner lures 
are most effective during 
spring, late fall and through 
winter. They are also used 
with less success during 
summer when fished early 
and late in the day. 

Proven methods for fishing 
the bladed lures include 
running them slowly on the 
bottom from deep into 
shallow water.

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Governor Outlines Dangers 


From Budget Trimmings 


To the Editor: 


AS YOU KNOW, the proposed budget 
recently passed by the Ohio Senate would cut 
$93.6 million from those departments of state 
government which provide essential services 
to Ohioans-in such areas as environmental 
protection, care of the mentally ill, and 
preservation of our natural resources, 

I’m sure you are aware as well of my firm 
opposition to this proposal. Ohioans 
demonstrated last fall, when the income tax 
repeal was defeated in every county in the 
state, that they care about better and more 
humane treatment of the mentally ill and 
mentally retarded, that they support our 
efforts to save our environment, that they are 
willing to pay for a certain level of services 
from the state. 

I also feel that the “tax relief proposal 
contained in the Senate budget is not tax relief 
at all, but rather a meaningless gimmick. It’s 
an ever-popular proposal, but would most 
benefit those who least need it. 

I cannot believe that Ohioans really want to 
give up much-needed services for “tax relief” 
that amounts to about a dime a week for the 
average family. 

IN AN EFFORT to make clear just where 
the proposed cuts hit, I have compiled the 
attached sheet detailing programs most 
seriously affected. These are by no means all 
of the departments involved, but represent 
the areas of major concern. 

I'm providing you this material for your 
information-if you have any additional 
questions, please don’t hesitate to contact my 
office. 


IMPACT OF PROPOSED SENATE 
BUDGET CUTS 


Environmental Protection Agency 


Reducing the EPA budget by $16 million not 
only will prevent any continuation of 
environmental protection programs but will 
force dismantling of most of those programs 
already in existence and violate the mandate 
given by the General Assembly in passing the 
law which created the agency. 

No area of environmental protection 
activity will be left intact. In F'Y 74-75 there 
would be no radiation monitoring program on 
nuclear power plants, no noise surveillance 
program, no pesticides control program, no 
acid mine drainage control, no capacity to 
respond to emergency air pollution alerts or 
emergency spills, and no effective control of 
rubbish dumps and land fills. 

The agency would need to reduce by half its 
staff, The state’s ability to generate funds 
from Federal sources and revenue: from 
permit programs would be eliminated. The 
potential loss of federal funds is $1 million, 
and the loss of permit revenue to the general 
fund will be $4 million dollars. 

Mental Health 

It was not until recently that Ohio could 
guarantee that at least one attendant would 
be on duty in every mental hospital ward 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. This 
guarantee is seriously jeopardized by the 
proposed $5.4 million cut in the budget of the 
Department of Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation. Many direct patient care 
services would be curtailed. Six new facilities 
would have to remain vacant because of a 
lack of personnel. 

The valuable program to humanize and 
rehabilitation the 29 institutions around the 
state would be reduced. The planned 
expansion of community services for the 
mentally retarded would he halted. 
Vocational rehabilitation for the criminally 
mentally ill would be eliminated. 


Rehabilitation And Corrections 


The implications of the proposed cuts in this 
area are drastic. Community oriented 
programs which have been the main thrust of 
the Department would suffer the most. The 
cuts would mean the loss of key staff 
members in the areas of probations services, 
parole services, treatment, education and 
community facilities. 

Half-way houses for parolees and 
correctional and reintegration centers for 
technical parole violators would have to be 
closéd. Work and education furlough 
progrmas would be eliminated. The 

t would stand to lose over $3 
million of federal funding. 


Natural Resources 

Many programs in the Department of 
Natural Resources would have to be curtailed 
if the proposed $4 million cut remains. The 
Soil and Water Subsidy programs would have 
to be eliminated. Eight hundred farm ponds 
and numerous local waterway, reforestation, 
= and recreation projects would not be 

t. 

The entire dredging program would be 
eliminated. Boating, water skiing, fishing 
and swimming would be seriously curtailed 
as the lakes fill up from erosion. Planning for 
parks, recreation and land use would be cut in 
half. Flood control and Lake Erie erosion 
control planning would cease. 

The revenue sharing program of

Economic and Community Development 

The proposed $7.4 million cut in the budget 
of the Department of Economic and 
Community Development would affect the 
following programs: The Housing Finance 
Agency, the Districting Program, and Human 
Resources Development. 

The $4.0 million that had been allocated to 
supporting Community Action Agencies has 
been totally wiped out. Technical assistance 
to local communities would be reduced. 

Ohio Youth Commission 

The $7 million reduction proposed for the 
Ohio YouthCommission’s budget would 
necessitate major service cuts. Direct 
subsidy programs would be reduced by $2.5 
million, including partial payments for the 
salaries of probation officers assigned to local 
courts. Payments made for the care of 
children in foster homes and local treatment 


- facilities would be ended. The police officer 


subsidy would be leiminated. 

Educational services and specialized 
treatment staff would be reduced. Current 
care-custody-security staff would be reduced 
by 100, increasing the number of children for 
whom each youth leader and cottage parent is 
now responsible.

United Way 
Needs Will 


Double By 
Year 1980 


COMMUNITY social service needs in 
Franklin County will nearly double by 1980 
with a price tag of $12 million, according to 
projections of a 1973 United Way campaign 
platform paper. 

Clyde R. Tipton, Jr., 1973 UW campaign 
chairman, said the paper reflects an 
assessment of priorities and future needs by 
the 62 United Way affiliated agencies, and a 
detailed analysis of changing community 
demographics. 

IN ORDER to meet these needs, Tipton said 
the UW anntal fund drive will have to raise 
twice the $6.8 million goal set for the 1973 fall 
campaign, October 9 through November 9. 

According to Tipton, the platform paper is a 
unique venture as far as United Way of 
Franklin County is concerned. 

“For the first time, to my knowledge, we 

invited our 62 member agencies to sit down 
with us and take a cold, hard look at what they 
are doing; how well they are doing it; what 
kinds of problems they foresee for the future; 
and what kinds of things they are doing 
together to make the most effective 
utilization of every United Way dollar.” 
. TIPTON SAID that too many times, 
community agencies have found themselves 
in the position of putting out fires—responding 
to emergencies, disasters, crises. 

“We think it’s about time there was a little 
more fire prevention,” he emphasized. At 
Tipton’s request earlier this year, the 
agencies responded to 16 “tough questions”’ 
about the delivery of human services to the 
community. 

ACCORDING to Robert C. Cooper, 
executive director, YMCA Metropolitan 
Board, agency representative to the UW 
Board of Trustees, the 62 agencies are 
working together to, plan programs for 
sharing resources and services. Cooper is 
enthusiastic about the ‘new spirit’ of agency 
cooperation emerging at United Way. 

“The big step is that we’re not talking about 
individual agencies anymore, but about how 
we can collectively, and in cooperation with 
public agencies, get the best mileage out of 
the UW dollars, and the dollars that agencies 
generate themselves,"’ Cooper observed. 

THE 16 QUESTIONS pinpoint current crisis 
problems confronting the community, 
priority areas that will require addition al 
funding, and vital, but presently unprovided 
human services. 

Some of the current crisis areas detailed in 
the platform paper are: persons who have 
urgent food, clothing, and housing needs; 
medical and dental care for the indigent; 
child abuse situations; deliquency problems; 
transportation for the elderly and the 
handicapped; emergency home health aides; 
general ‘‘crisis’’ information and referral 


service. . 

.. COOPER POINTED out that the UW 
agencies are cooperating with other service 
organizations to provide such services as 
visiting nurses in baby clinics at various 
settlement houses; multi-service centers in 
local neighborhoods” detached worker 
services in cooperation with Model Cities 
programs; and residence programs for young

assault. 


The battle aroused the colonies and, by the end of the 
summer, the power of the royal governors was destroyed 
and provincial congresses were formed. The idea that in- 
dependence was essential to freedom became widely ac- 
cepted and ultimately was articulated in the Declaration 


of Independence. 


Better Business Bureau 
Programs Consumer Dispute 


A NEW program for arbitrating consumer 
disputes is being initiated by the Better 
Business Bureau of Central Ohio, Inc. It is 
provided for the entire community, and 
business firms may participate in it whether 
or not they are members of the BBB. 

“We consider this an important step 
forward in providing an efficient and fair 
method of settling controversial compalints 
and disputes between buyers and sellers’ 
Edward L, Hughes, BBB president and 
general manager, said. 

HE POINTED out that arbitration will be 
used only when a complaint is controversial 
and an attempt has been made to mediate it 
through regular informal BBB procedures. 

Over 50 volunteers have agreed to serve as 
arbitrators in the BBB consumer arbitration 
program, representing all public groups: 
consumer, religious, professions educators, 
housewives, golden agers, labor and business. 
Many of these people are well-known in the 
community. 

THE NEW Bureau program has many 
advantages for both local area businessmen 
and the buying public. Arbitration is a speedy 
process. It avoids the publicity which 
sometimes results form litigation and 
regulatory actions, because it is a private 
proceeding. Another benefit is that the parties 
involved can resolve disputes without taking 


time away from work to attend hearings or to 
wait in a crowded courtroom. 

“SOME customers will simply not be 
satisfied regardless of the quality of product 
or service,” Hughes said. ‘‘Arbitration 
provides a ‘safety valve’ for this kind of 
customer, forcing him to bring his claims 
under the scrutiny of an impartial member of 
his own community.” - 

Any business firm that wants to participate 
in the arbitration program must sign an 
agreement to arbitrate any unresolved 
complaints which cannot be settled through 
normal, inflrmal means, There is no charge 
to a company for pre-committing itslef to 
arbitration, which entitles the firm to use the 
BBB arbitration program's special logo in 
advertising and for display in the place of 
business. 

THE LOGO is a unique “A” with the words 
“We participate in the arbitration program of 
the BBB of Central Ohio, Inc.’’ When a case 
goess to arbitration, both the consumer and 
the business firm musp pay a samll 
administrative fee to arrange for the 


‘ arbitration. 


The local program is part of a nantional 
consumer arbitration program which is being 
put into operation by local Better Business 
Bureaus in other major cities in the U.S., 
Canada and in several foreign countries.

Easy Fishing Life 
Styled With Craft 


Man is a creature of 
comfort, and this fact is 
reflected in the style of 
fishing craft he prefers. As 
almost anyone who has tried 
one can testify, that new 
breed of fishing boat — 
commonly called the bass 
boat — has put more comfort 
into fishing than was ever 
thought possible. 

Part of the credit for the 
new style of fishing comfort 
must go to the basic design of 
the boat itself. It is usually a 
broad-beamed, flat-bottomed 
craft that rides smoothly over 
all but the roughest water. 
And its shallow draft lets 
fishermen get into water that 
other boats can’t reach. 

Inside the boat are some 
plush extras such as 
cushioned, contoured seats 
that ease the pounding of 
rough water and provide 
ample support for day-long 
fishing without an aching 
back at nightfall. 


Alongside the broad, full- 
length aisle a covered locker 
carries all the fishing tackle 
and keeps it dry. There’s 
usually a live well for holding 
fish until they can be cleaned. 
An ice-box keeps canned 
drinks cool all day. Stiff-fiber 
carpeting throughout gives a 
quietness to the boat that 
helps put anglers near fish 
without spooking them. A 
raised forward deck, with the 
front chair on a pedestal, puts 
the angler in position to see 
where he’s casting, and many 
times see the fish strike his 
lure. Shallow, built-in trays 
hold lures and other gear in 
easy reach. Fuel tanks are 
covered and out of the way 
near the transom. 

Don’t be misled into 
thinking this ‘‘fishing 
machine” is suitable only for 
bass angling. The gang at 
Mercury has found the “‘bass 


boat” to be an ideal craft for °

A. Chapman Parsons, executive 
director for the two library associations 
located in Columbus reported that 900 
public libraries, library branches and 
bookmoblies cooperated in making the 
survey March 5. 

He said 162,000 persons entered 
public libraries on that day and 
borrowed over 250,000 items for use 
outside the library. Books and items 
loaned on Census Day correlates with 
the annual statistics collected by the 
State Library of Ohio. The data reflects 
the high use that Ohio residents make of 


their public libraries. (six books per 
capita as to the national 
average of four books) Total items 
circulated from libraries in 1973 
reached almost 60 million. 

Parsons said the Library Census Day 
showed that Ohio public libraries are 
hard pressed to meet increased use and

The first, propably. But until this year sellers of used cars 
could change the odometer to read 30,000 miles less with 
relatively little danger of being caught. 


As of Jan. 18 of this year, a 
new Federal law, the Motor 
Vehicle Information and Cost 
Savings Act, prohibits 
tampering with the odometer 
on a car. This means that if 
you plan to buy a used car 
from either a dealership or a 
private owner, you can 
reasonably assured that the 
mileage reported on the 


, odometer is accurate. 


However, to be completely 
of an accurate 
reading, Federal officials 
suggest that especially in the 
case of a used car sold 
through a dealership you 
check the mileage with the 
prior owneer first. To 
determine who the prior 
owner was, ask the dealer. If 
he refuses to give you the 
information, you might 
consider buying the car 
elsewhere. 

The new law requires that 


the seller give the buyer a 
written statement in ink of 
the mileage registered on the 
odometer. If the seller knows 
that the odometer reading is 
inaccurate, the law requires 
him to give you a written 
statement that the actual 


be- milgage is not known. In 


addition, the seller must 
include on this written 
statement his present 
address and the date of sale. 

Under the law, if you have 
reason to believe a car 
odometer has been tampered 
with, you can sue the seller in 
a state or Federal court for 
three times your actual 
damages or $1,500, whichever 
is greater, plus court costs 
and attorney’s fees. 

In addition to the sections 
concerning odometers, the 
Motor Vehicle Information 
and Cost Savings Act contains 
other provisions of 


cars to reduce low-speed 
collision damage. The law 
states that these are not to go 
into effect before July 1, 1973. 
In the meantime, the law will 
allow states to enforce their 
own bumper standards.

For Neurologically Handicapped 
Art Projects Fun, 
Help With Problems 


By KATHY DEVANEY 


All the art projects designed by Sonja 
Robbins for the neurologically 
handicapped children who attend her 
workshop at the Jewish Center are fun 
for them but serve a definite purpose in 
helping them to live with their 
problems. 


“The projects range from freedom to 
manipulative control. One project 
which allowed complete freedom was to 
scribble on a large piece of paper. The 
children were then asked to fill in the 
spaces between the lines,” she said. 


Making a bean bag required great 
control because the children had to 
draw the design for the bag, cut 
material, choose colors and shapes, 
glue the shapes, sew the bean bag and 
fill it with beans. 


To get the class enthused about the 
project Sonja Robbins, affectionately 
known as Cookie, made a chocolate 
chip cookie-looking bean bag which the 
class played with before starting the 
difficult project. 

“The project was fun for them, but 
they didn’t realize they were practicing 
perception, motor control and 
improving their mental attitude,”’ 
Cookie said. 

Although the instructor designs the 
projects with general easy instruction, 
children are encouraged to use their 

ination and explore creativity 
which further enhances their 
involvement and enjoyment while 
working toward the end result, she said. 

Most of the projects are-completed in 
the 45 minute workshop each week; 
others are finished at home. Some of 
the projects are interrelated. 

“One week we built buildings from 
blocks, The next week we drew 
buildings. One week we made figures 
and the next week we drew figures,” 
she said, There is reinforcement of 
what was learned. 

Each week Cookie tries to pe 4 
atmosphere of the project-by play 
with bean bags or when the students 
were going to make wire insects by 
buzzing around and stinging each other. 


Each of the six children works 
according to his own skills, 
advancement and needs, Cookie said. 

She had two assistants for the 
program so each gave two children 
individual attention and 
encouragement. The assistants were 
Debbie DeBrular, an art student, and 
Ellen Yonovitz, a social work student 
required to do field work at the Jewish 
Center, 1125 College Ave. Ellen 
réceived her art education while 
working. 

All three workers relate to each 
child’s problems and personality. 

“We listen to them and relate to each 
one. A child may tell us he had a 
stomachache this morning. We have to 
listen because this may affect how that 
child will work thatday,” Cookie said. 

When Cookie can’t find out from the 
child why he is depressed or angy, she 
will call the mother. Interest in each 
child goes beyond the art room. 

“We want to involve mothers so they 
are more than just chaffeurs. We meet 
with them occasionally to tell how their 
child is doing and to show them slides of 
the child working. 

“The mothers are fantastic. They're 
exciting and they take time to become 
involved with their children,” she said. 

The mothers were asked to evaluate 
the program and its affect on their 
child. Cookie hopes to use these 
evaluations in obtaining grants to 
involve more children in the program, 
buy more art materials, bring in 
professionals and increase the number 
of workshops. 


“The children need financial aid _ 


because they have so many other 
expenses—special schools, doctors and 
psychiatrists,” she said. 

Most of the mothers mentioned in 
their evaluations that the child’s self- 
esteem was increased, he was able to 
accomplish something and he wasn’t 
afraid to try. j 

“When the children came into the 
program they couldn’t interrelate with 
others; now they're talking to :

because art says ‘I can fe something.”

The children learned to work together 
through group projects. One involved 
making a mural. They worked in one 
area with a certain color for a few 
minutes then they changed places and

The program has achieved its goal— 
“independent action, rewarding 
accomplishments, meaningful 
relationships, a desire to explore new 
areas, a basic love of creating and 
building of self-confidence.” 

Cookie decided when she started the 
program in November that it wouldn’t 
be academic or use child psychology 
from a certain school of thought. 

“We have a candy box but the 
children can get candy when they want. 
We also have a toy box but the children 
don’t receive a toy each time they do 


“We want them to receive, their 
reward from what they are doing. They 
get a token from the toy box not only 
because they tried so or but also 
because we care about them and want 
the workshop to be a fun, warm place, ” 
she said. 

Neurologically handicapped children 
often. don’t enjoy art because it has 
always been a frustrating experience. 
Now it has become an enjoyable, 
worthwhile experience, Cookie said. 

The workshop isn’t going to cure 
them but it is helping. Each child 
achieved something through the 
program, she said. 

Cookie is interested in talking to those 
who might like to assist her with the 
program, but she warns she is very 
selective. ‘Each of us gives of her- 
Self- her affection and personality.”

Some are 
right and some are wrong.

Street on the east. 

“DEVELOPMENT of 
Nationwide’s downtown 
properties,""Jeffers said, 
“will be coordinated closely 
with the city’s master plan 
for revitalizing downtown 
Columbus, 

“We at Nationwide firmly 
believe that a vigorous 
downtown will contribute 
immensely to the continued 
energetic growth of Greater 
Columbus, already regarded 
as one of the fastest growing 
and most desireable 
metropolitan centers in 
America. 

“This is a major reason," 
Jeffers said, ‘‘why the 
Nationwide organization 
decided to make a substantial 
investment commitment 
in the downtown area." 

While some consideration 
was given to locating 
Nationwide’s new home office 
in an outlying area, Jeffers 
said, “We recognized that 
such a move would not be in 
the best interest of Columbus.

The Department of Natural 
Resources has reported that 
many Ohio hoaters are 
neglecting to file accident 
reports on boating mishaps 
involving extensive property 
damage, injury pr death. 

“APPARENTLY, many 
people just aren’t aware of 
the reporting requirements,” 
said Rod Cooper, chief of the 
department's division of 
watercraft. “Since January, 
boating accidents involving 
five deaths haye not been 
reported to us."’ 


Cooper said Ohio 
watercraft ftegulations 
require that boaters provide 
the dividsion of watercraft 
with a full descriptionof any 
boating accident which 
severely injures or kills a 
petson or resultsin more than 
$100 in property damage. 

Boating accident reports 
now are required to be filed 
within 48 hours of the

..MAN IS a creature of 
comfort, and this fact is 
reflected in the style of 
fishing eraft he prefers.

CSEA Contract Terms 


Are Announced 


The terms of a new tow-year contract 
for the Columbus Public Schools’ 2,300 
non-teaching employees were 
announced Wednesday night,June 27; 
by representatives of the Board of 
Education and the Columbus School 
Employees Association (CSEA). 

The accouncement _ followed 
ratification of the pact by the CSEA 
membership. The agreement was 
submitted to theBoard of Education for 
approval July 3. 

Negotiations between the Board and 
CSEA opened late last December and 
negotiators for both parties reached 
tentative agreement of the terms of the 


SOAR Program 


The Board of Education was asked 
June 19 to approve the employment of 
83 teachers and a teacher’s aide for the 
school system’s SOAR program this 
summer. 

About $55,000 in State Disadvantaged 
Pupil Funds has been approved to 
operate 24 SOAR ams in 19 
Columbus junior and senior high 
schools this summer. The programs 
will serve an estimated 5,000 students. 

Under SOAR, which stands for 
Summer Orientation, Adjustment and 
Remediation, secondary schools that 
qualify for the disadvantaged pupil 
funds apply for money to operate 
summer programs developed by local 
school staffs to meet the needs of each 
school. 

Operated for the first time last 
summer, the SOAR programs are 
financed by the funds remaining at the 


new contract Monday night. 

Provisions of thenew agreement were 
based on the recommendations of a 
three-member advisory panel that was 
set up to study unresolved issues 
involvedin negotiations between the 
Board and CSEA. The panel, which was 
convened May 29, submitted its r eport 
to Board and CSEA negotiators’ 
Monday. 

Under negotiations procedures 
authorizing use of the advisory panel, 
unresolved issues would be submitted 
to binding arbitration if the panel 
recommendations were rejected by 
either party. 


end of the year from the operation of 
other disadvantaged pupil programs. 

The programs are designed to meet a 
wide range of individual school needs. 
Programs to aid students who are 
continually absent from school and 
may be potential dropouts are planned 
by several schools, Others plan 
workshops for teachers dealing with 
school problems, communications, 
human relations and finding ways of 
helping students improve their skills in 
reading and other areas. 

Other SOAR programs are aimed at 
preparing new seventh graders for 
junior high school and encouraging 
students who have done poorly during 
the school year to enroll in summer 
school.

Commenting on the new contract, 
SuperintendedntDr. John Ellis said, 
“The non-teaching employyes are hard 
working, valuable members of the 
school system staff. We rely heavily on 
them for our day to day operations. The 
new agreement provides a fair and 
reasonable settlement of their concerns 
and needs.” 

Ellis said he was pleased that the new 
contract covers a two-year period, and 
said the agreement provides increases 
in salaries and fringe benefits 
comparable to those recently 
negotiated with Columbus teachers.

Charles Hall, executive director of 
contract relations for the Columbus 
schools, has been picked to succeed 
Francis Rudy as assistant 
superintendent for business affairs, 
Superintendent Dr. John Ellis 
announced Monday, July 2. 


Ellis recommended the Board of 
Education approve Hall’s appointment 
at its Tuesday meeting. Rudy, 61, will 
retire Sept. 1 after 38 years in public 
education, 34 with the Columbus 
schools. 


Commenting on the appointment, 
Ellis said, “The post of assistant 
superintendent for business affairs is 
one of the most important and one of the 
most difficult in the school system. 
Many vital functions fall into his area of 
responsibility, including 
transportation, purchasing,

Travel For The Handicapped 


Suggestions Prove Beneficial

ON YOUR cross-country trip, you’re ready 
to call it a day and you've spotted a motel. 
You are about to wearily check in, when you 
learn that your wheelchair won't fit through 
the door to your room. 

Or maybe you're an elderly person who 
walks slowly and with difficulty. You've 
reached the airport just a couple of minutes 
before flight time. How are you going to make 
it all the way down the concourse to gate 12 in 
time to board? 

THESE TWO avoidable incidents are the 
result of not plannjng ahead, says the Easter 
Seal Society. And planning ahead is critical 
for the traveler whose mobility is reduced 
either due to age or handicapping conditions 
requiring the use of wheelchairs or crutches, 

What could the troubled traveler have done 
in each case? One alternative for the driver 
would have been to check a director of 
accessible motels which is available forn the 
National Easter Seal Society (2023 W. Ogden 
Ave., Chicago 60612), or he could have called 
an automobile association, a travel agent or 
motel chains for the same information. 

The slow walker could have arrived earlier 
at the airport and asked a skycap to bring a 
courtesy wheelchair. 

EASTER SEALS offers some other tips for 
handicapped travelers. Traveling any great 
distance is easier by air than by bus or train. 
Still it is fraught with many hazards which 
must be anticipated and planned against. 
Planning in advance is important. 

1. Airlines have a variety of ways to get vou 
aboard—jet ways (telescopic enclosed 
walkways which eliminate step climbing), 
boarding chairs or pallet lifts, and sometimes 
just strong-armed employees. When making 
reservations ask how you can be 
accommodated. 

2. If you do climb steps but depend on a 
railing, you should ask the airline whether the 
type of craft has a railing to the top of the 
stairway. Some don’t, so assistance must be 
nearby. 

3. If you have special dietary needs, the 
airline may be able to accommodate you. 
Ask when making reservations . 

4. Avoid drinking coffee or other beverages 
just before flight time. It is difficult to 
navigate down a planet aisle to a lavatory 
with or without crutches. 

5. Always plan to arrive at least an hour 
early for unanticipated adjustments may 
have to be made. If you aren’t using your own 
wheelchair but require one in the terminal, 
you must wait for a skycap there to locate 


one, « 

Have him check your luggage as well, 
Then-at your boarding gate, ask the ticket 
agent to have chair at your arrival point. 

YOU SHOULD expect that you won't be 


seated in front of the plane’s exits, and 
crutches will be taken from you, when you are 
seated and stored elsewhere. 

If you are traveling with a wheelchair it will 
be stored in the luggage compartment. 
(Generally it’s the last piece loaded into the 
section so the first removed and available to 
you immediately when you deplane.) — 

The optimistic note about airline traveling, 
says the Easter Seal Society is that it is much 
less a problem than it used to be. At one time, 
many airlines refused to accept passengers 
who needed special equipment handling. 

TRAVELING by rail is almost impossible 
for the wheel-chair bound. Problems begin for 
the time you try to board the train. Only 
rarely will you encounter a train or station 
modern enought to have the platform level 
with the train door; even then, the train 
doorway is too narrow for the average 
wheelchair. 

And even if you are partially ambulatory, 
the steep steps and recessed railing make 
boarding difficult. 

ONCE INSIDE the train, even is its new, 
you'll find the lavatory compartment in 
private rooms prohibitively tiny and doorway 
entrances for restrooms too narrow for 
wheelchairs. If you're walking with crutches, 
you'll have great difficulty balancing yourself 
on a moving train. 

Forget about eating: your wheelchair can’t 
fit through the door to the dining car. 

Trans-continental buses aren’t much 
better. Not only is getting on and off a 
problem, but once again lavaroties are small. 

TRAVELING by auto also requires 
advance planning, particularly due to the 
shortage of accessible restrooms cand the 
need to map your route with advance 
information on accessible motel 
accommodations. 

Some major oil companies are cooperating 
in the drive to make service station restroom 
accessible to the handicapped but progress to 
date is slow. 

A few states have curb cuts for gound-level 
access at stte rest facilities along major 
highways. Be on the lookout for the 
international symbol of access that marks 
such facilities. 

IF ITS vacationing you're bound for, you 
might be interested in a director of national 
parts and monuments with accessible 
facilities, A booklet, National Park Guide for 
the Handicapped, published by the National 
Park Serivce, is available for 40 cents for the 
Superintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Washing, D.C. 
20402, 

The Easter Seal Society stresses that a little 
extra thought and planning can make 
traveling with a handicap a relatively 
painless experience.

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TRAINING FOR FUTURE JOBS 


In the next ten years, the rate of demand for technically- 
trained workers is expected to be twice that of all other 
workers. 

If community colleges can meet this challenge by pro- 
viding comprehensive occupational education programs to 
meet the technical demands of the job market, then em- 
ployers may turn increasingly to graduates of two-year 
community colleges for much of their manpower. 

Even though community college enrollments have more 
than quadrupled (from 600,000 to three million) and 
may reach six million by 1980 (a Carnegie Commission 
on Higher Education prediction) growth alone does not 
guarantee quality or effectiveness. 

Many occupational educators feel that too much empha- 
sis is placed on academic degrees of instructors, pupil- 
teacher ratios, physical facilities, classrooms, libraries, 
ete., rather than on the ability of the teachers and per- 
formance of the students. 

The best way to assure that community college train- 
ing of students will be adequate to meet job requirements 
is to include representatives from specialized occupational 
groups in the program evaluation process when granting 
accreditation to community colleges. In this way their 
expertise on the job can be used to help establish criteria 
and procedures that assure the training provided will be 
the best possible for the student and his future occupa- 
tional opportunities. 


Safe Boating Week 
Tips From Red Cross 


IN SUPPORT of National refueling, and don’t let Boatsshould keep right when 


Safe Boating Week, July 1-7, 
the Columbus Area Red Cross 
chapter is reminding our 
community's veteran 
boatmen, novice skippers, 
and passengers alike that 
boating fun and safety go 
hand-in-hand—all year long. 

“Each year, more and 
more of our residents turn to 
recreational boating,” says 
Bill Miller, Red Cross Safety 
Programs Director. ‘‘And 
even with many more 
participants, boating has 
remained remarkably safe— 
and not by accident! Boating 
officials, volunteer 
organizations like the Red 
Cross, and scores of 
community boating 
enthusiasts work year-round 
to make sure the sport stays 
safe. 

He suggested the following 
precautions for year-round 
boating safety: 

Carry a Coast Guard- 
approved personal floatation 
device for every person 
aboard. 

Insist that weak and non- 
swimmers wear them at all 
times and that everyone wear 
them in hazardous weather 
conditions. ‘‘Hundreds of 
lives are lost needlessly each 
year, because although they 
had personal flotation 
devices, the victims were not 
wearing them," he said. 

MOST BOATS, if swamped 
or ca will stay on the 
surface, so put on your 

flotation device and 
stay with the boat in such 
accidents until help arrives, 
In dangerous or extremely 
cold water, however, try to 
get ashore as fast as possible. 

Don't overload the craft; 


the capacity plate on the boat. 
Don't smoke while 


passenger stand up in a small 
boat or sit on the gunwales 
while you are under way. 

Equip your boat with 
federal and-or state required 
gear as well as optional 
equipment including anchor, 
cars, boat hook, extra line, 
tool kit and first aid kit. 
Running lights are a must for 
nighttime operations. 

Miller also suggests that 
boatmen leave a “float plan’ 
with a relative or neighbor. 
Information should include 
where you're going, what 
general course you expect to 
follow, and when you expcet 
to arrive at your destination 
and return. 

HE ALSO listed some basic 
rules of the waterways: 


meeting in or nearly in a 
head-on position, When boats 
are in a crossing position, the 
one on the right has the right 
of way. 

Power boats should give 
way to manually propelled 
boats or sail boats unless the 
sail boat is overtaking the 
power boat. Small sail boats 
in a channel should give way 
to power boats which can not 
operate outside the channel. 
Sail boats to windward should 
of sail boats to leeward. 


In addition to first aid the 
Columbus Area Chapter 
offers swimming, life saving 
and small craft safety 
including canoeing classes.”

Spinning With Live Bait 


Have you ever tried casting 
live bait such as worms or 
minnows with a fly rod and 
have your bait fall off, or 
you're forced to use an extra 
heavy weight to-be able to 
cast with a bait casting outfit 
that has a revolving spool. 

Using heavy weights to get 
distance will leave you with a 
bare hook almost every time. 

You can solve this problem 
and save a lot of your live bait 


if you use spinning tackle. 

Your casting must be more 
gentle than when c 
artificial lures but light 
weight spinning gear will let 
you toss that live bait out 40 to 
50 feet with very little effort. 
For all live bait fishing I use 
six to ten pound test line and 
seldom use any weight at all. 

If necessary I clamp BB 
size weights on my line to get 
just enough weight to cast out 
to my favorite spot. Try 
spinning tackle when you're 
using live bait, it’s a hard to 
beat combination.

Education 
Grants 


Available 


Loéal school counselors would like to 
make: students who graduated from 
high school this year aware of grants 
available from the federal government. 

To be eligible a student must plan to 
enroll for the first time in a post high 
school program at an eligible college, 
university, vocational or technical 
school; will be attending school on a full 
time basis; and is a U.S. citizen or 
intends to become a resident. 

The Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grant Program is designed to provide 
financial assistance to those who need it 
to attend post high school educational 
institutions. 

The maximum award under the 
program is $1,400, minus the amount 
the student and family are expected to 
contribute toward the cost of education. 

Besides family contribution there are 
two other factors which determine the 
amount of the grant: the amount of 
funds available for the program in 1973- 
74 and the cost of the student's 
education, since the grant cannot 
exceed one-half of the cost. 

The amount of the grant decreases as 
the family contribution increases. Since 
the minimum grant that can be 
awarded to an eleigible student is $200 a 
student cannot receive a grant if the 
family contribution is more than $1,200. 

The factor used to determine family 
contribution is family income. As a 
general guideline if family income in 
1972 was $11,000 or less for a family of 
four, the student may receive a grant. 

Since other factors besides income 
are used to determine family 
contribution, the student may still 
receive a grant if family income is 
greater than that amount. 

Among factors that would reduce the 
amount the family would be expected to 
contribute are family size of more than 
four, more than one member of the 
family enrolled in post high school 
educational programs, both parents 
working or unusually large emergency 
expenses in 1972, 

The first step in qualifying for a grant 
is to complete the application for 
determination of family contribution. 
The necessary form is available at the 
student's high school from the guidance 
counselor or financial aid advisor. 

A notice of the amount the family is 
expected to contribute should be 
received within four weeks. 
receiving this the student submits it to 
the financial aid office at the institution’ 
he or she plans to attend and they will 
determine the amount of the grant.

..A BUDGET of approximately $102 
million for operation of the Columbus

The Board was asked to schedule a 
public hearing on the measure as a part 
of its next regular meeting July 17, 
when the budget is to be considered for 
adoption. The period of now through 
July 16 would be set aside for public

School Superintendent Dr. John Ellis 
explained that state law. requires the 
Board adopt the budget in July and 
send it to the county budget commission 
so the school district’s tax rates for the 
coming year can be certified. 

Ellis referred to the July budget as a 

document and said it does not 

actually set expenditures for the 

year. Those are set by the 

tions measure adopted in 
January, he said. 

The budget Ellis said, provides for. 
continuing the school system’s 
present operations at the current level 
through 1974, with some downward 
adjustments in staffing in line with 
decreasing school enrollments. The 
budget does not provide for expansion 
of programs or net additions of 


personnel, he added.

includes the expenditures estimated at 


..ELLIS SAID the 

contained in the budget would be 
possible only because the school system 
will end 1973 with a projected balance of 
$6.5 million. 

The balance is approximately $3.6 
million higher than originally 
estimated when 1973 appropriations 
were approved in January. 

Ellis said the higher projected 
balance results from an additional $2.2 
million in state aid for the last half of 
1973 as provided by the new state 
budget and from careful fiscal 
management. Current expenditures 
are being held about $1.3 million below 
last January's estimates, he explained. 

New expenditures included in the 1974 
budget are approximately $3.2 million 
above funds appropriated for operation 
of the school system during the current 


year. 5 

Ellis said the increased expenditures 
are due primarily to the higher salaries 
and increased fringe benefits that will

Arusty 38-caliber pistol and 
a trombone had a great deal 
to do with starting Boots 
Randolph on his way to 
stardom. The master of the 
saxophone will appear at the 
Franklin County Fair, 
Saturday evening July 21, for 
two shows in front of the 
grandstand, Admission is 
free. 

The year was 1941. Boots, 
then 14, was relaxing on the 
porch of his Kentucky farm 
“when I heard this weird 
noise comin’ down the road.” 
The noise turned out to be a 
trombone, played-not too 
expertly-by one of his friends. 

But the instrument 
intrigued ‘him so much he 
persuaded his friend to swap 
the trombone for: the old 
pistol. 

The trombone was laid 
aside years ago. But it served’ 
its purpose, that of helping to 
launch Boots Randolph on a 
career that has made him one 
of the world’s finest 
saxophonists. His country- 
jazz-pop style has sold more 
than 8 million records, 6-4 
million of them albums. 

He has appeared on most 
major television shows and 
has performed in the finest 
clubs throughout the world. 
He has been one of the top 

crowd pleasers at the Ohio 


State Fair for a number of 


years. 

Through it all, however, he 
has been tabbed basically as 
a country musician, or a 
“self-styled hillbilly,” both of 
which he says he is not. He 
says his heart lies with jazz 
and pop. He goes with the 
trend of the times, but he 
likes jazz best, which is where 
he started back in the Forties, 
when jazz was the thing. 

One famous entertainment 
hall he has never played is the 
Grand Ole Opry House. Why? 
Because they don’t use horns 
there. In fact, it's only been 
in recent years that electric 
instruments have _ been 
allowed on the Opry Stage. 

When he’s not on stage, 
Boots spends much of his 
time at his farm outside 
Nashville, 

Some years after the pistol- 
trombone trade, Boot’s father 
unexpectedly brought home a 
sax. It wasn’t long before the 
trombone was cast aside and 
the sax took over. He learned 
to play the instrument 
entirely by himself and he 
claims he has fulfilled most of 
his goals as a performer. 
“Music meant a lot to me,” 
he says. ‘it still does, not just 
for the money, but knowing 
that you made somebody 
happy.”

operation. 

The Junior Fair Livestock 
Auction is held on the 
Franklin County Fairgrounds 
in Hilliard during the fair, 
July 16-22. The sale begins 
with hogs and sheep; cattle 
are sold last. 

In a livestock auction the 
animal goes to the highest 
bidders, The champions are 
usually sold higher than the 
graded animals; but. the

graded animals are fed just 
as well as the champions. 

If you feel that you cannot 
pruchase a whole animal, get 
together with some friends 
and split the cost. Some of 
these animals sell below 
market prices, This year the 
livestock auction committee 
has made arrangements with 
several packing houses. 

The packing house will 
have a stock truck waiting. 
You tell the auction secretary 
the packing house you want 
the animal sent to and then in 
a matter of days pick up the 
meat. 

This is a good deal, believe 
me. The USDA has proven 
that the high cost of meatis 
caused by the middlernan, not 
the farmer. If you purchase 
an animal at the auction there 
will be no middleman; and 
you will be helping a young 
American go to college.

Ohio Park Of The Week 


Kiser Lake 


Is Attractive 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Ohio has 62 state parks, but most 
Ohioans are familiar with only a few of the parks and the 
opportunities for outdoor recreation that they offer. This is 
one of a series of stories designed to make Ohioans more 
aware of what their state parks have to offer. 


..NESTLED among the cool, 
forested, low-lying hills of 
western ‘Ohio, Kiser Lake 
State Park is ideal for the 
outdoorsman. It offers a 
broad range of activities from 
individual and group 
camping to fishing, hunting 
and nature interpretation. 

The park is located 15 miles 
northwest of Urbana in 
Champaign County farm 
country, and one of its 
outstanding features is its 
tranquility. “This is 
primarily due to the absence 
of motor boats on the lake 
plus the sound muffling 
effects of the valley which 
shelters the park from 
outside noise,” said C. R. 
Clark, Kiser Lake park 
manager. 


--EXTENSIVE areas of 
wood, meadow and marsh 
land, attractive to many 
species of wildlife, are in the 
866-acre park. Clark said it is 
common for visitors to see 
some of Kiser Lake’s many 
deer at the edge of the forest 
in the early evening. And, in 
the Autumn, visitors are 
treated to V-shaped flights of 
Canada geese winging down 
to the lake for a rest on their 
long flight south, 

The division of parks and 
recreation of the Ohio 
Department of Natural 
Resources makes extensive 
use of Kiser Lake’s abundant 
natural resources by 
conducting an intensive 
natural history training 
program. Clark said the 
nature program includes 
hikes on the park’s five miles 
of nature trails, slide show, 
movies and a Junior 
Naturalist Program for 
children aged nine through 
14. 


In addition, a park 
amphitheater is used for 
special nature programs and 
a nature center contains 
displays for park visitors. 


ANOTHER natural 
feature, geology, plays an 
important part in the park’s 
attractiveness. Kiser Lake is 
underlain with many artesian 
springs which help flush the 
lake, keeping it one of the 
cleanest in Ohio. 

The springs also add many 
minerals to the lake, which, 


to the delight pf park 
fishermen, contribute to the 
rapid growth of Kiser Lake 
fish. Crappie, bass, channel 
eatfish, bluegill and walleye 
are among the many species 
caught. 

Sailboaters and canoeists 
also make extensive use of 
the lake, and swimming off 
the 600-foot sand beach is 
very popular in the summer. 
..KISER LAKE also has 170 
class B campsites, a group 
campsite and several large 
picnic areas. 

The park is named for John 
W. Kiser, who owned 
extensive landholdings in 
Champaign County and who 
donated much of the land for 
the park. The lake, 
constructed by the Works 
Project Administration and 
the State of Ohio, was 
completed in 1939, 

Evening campfire 
activities are an important 
part of camping at Kiser 
Lake. At the campfire 
sessions, songs are sung and 
yarns are swapped to make 
for complete and enjoyable 
evenings.

122nd Birthday 


The Ohio Legislature on 

February 28, 1846, passed a 
law entitled, “An act to 
encourage agriculture,’ 
whereby any county holding 
an agricultural fair was 
entitled to draw on the county 
treasurer for two hundred 
dollars to help defray 
expenses. 
Under this act, the Franklin 
County Agricultural Society 
was formed, and on 
Wednesday, October 22, 1851, 
the first Franklin County Fair 
was held on the State 
Fairgrounds at Sullivant 
Grove, near Franklinton. 

The following year, the 
directors purchased and 
improved eight acres of 
ground from Samuel Barr, 


near Alum Creek, and in 
October 1852, the second’ 
Franklin County Fair was 
held, this time on their own 
grounds. 

It was because of the 
untiring efforts of such 
pioneer agriculturalists as 
Michael B. Bateham, Samuel 
Barr, Samuel Medary, Alfred 
Kelly, Michael L. Sullivant, 
William Dennison, Henry C. 
Noble, Samuel Galloway, F. 
C. Olmstead, and others that 
Franklin County was among 
the first in the state to hold a 
county fair.

Jigs And Doll Flys 


Those little one eighth and 
quarter ounce jigs and doll 
flys found in most sporting 
goods stores are very good on 
,.smallmouth bass, walleye 
and panfish, 

They will catch fish if you 
remember a few of these tips. 
Don’t retrieve these little lead 
head lures as you would those 
with the action already built 
in. You have to cast them out, 
let them sink and then twitch 
and tease em along. 

This slow bottom knocking 
method will attract those 
hard to reach fish that are 
laying in the lower depths. 

Sometimes a fish will pick 
up your jig while it’s laying 
motionless, so be on guard for 
the slightest pull on your line.

After you practice this 
method you'll soon be able to 
tell a fish from a rock. 

I've lost a lot of lures by 
striking too hard when I 
thought it was a fish. They’re 
not very expensive compared 
to the minnow immitations, 
so it would pay to have a half 
dozen or so in different sizes. 

Just remember to cast out, 
let the jig sink till you feel 
bottom, then twitch and tease 
it along hesitating four or five 
times as your retrieving. 

Most jigs and doll flys have 
only a single hook: It can get 
dull bouncing bottom, so it’s a 
good idea to have a small 
honeing stone in your tackle 
box to keep the point needle 
sharp. Give jigs and doll flys 
a try when fish are in deep 
water hugging bottom. You'll 
catch fish when other 
methods fail.

A Difference 


A lot of people think fish 
smell, but did you know that 
some fish think people smell? 
Odd as it seems, the natural 
body odors of some people 
seem to bother fish, making 
them shy away from baits 
and lures which have the 
offensive smell. 

Human smells aren’o the 
only things that bother fish. 
Anglers sometimes get a little 
of the gasoline and oil 
mixture used to fuel outboard 
motors on their hands during 
the normal course of 
operating a motor. 

Unless the fisherman 
washes his hands, some of the 
fuel is transmitted to his lures 
and what is then supposed to 
catch fish actually repels 
them. 

The outdoor recreation 
staff at Mercury outboards 
has found that lures tend to 
build up a deposit of foreign 
material which may 
drastically affect an angler’s 
success, 

One precaution against this 
is to wash your fishing lures 
in a mild soap aolution 
several times a year, This 
removes repulsive odors and 
brightens the finish of the 
lure. Rinse the lures 
thoroughly and hang them 
indoors to dry. Afterward, 
polish them with a clean, soft 
cotton cloth to bring out their 
lustre. 

Biologists became aware of 
the human _ smell-fish 
repellent association quite by 
accident some years ago.

Improving School 


Volunteer Program 


The Board of Education Tuesday, 
July 3, approved plans for a three-year 
project of major improvements in the 
Columbus school systems volunteer 


program. 

A grant of $65,000 in federal education 
funds has been awarded to the school 
system for the operation of the project 
during its first year. 

The project calls for the development 
and implementation of a new 
management system to recruit, place, 
orient and train school volunteers. It 
will operate as an evaluation 

for the volunteer services. 

Included in the plans are the hiring of 
five new teachers as specialists to help 
in the development of each area of 
the management system. 

Plans for the first year of the project 
call for the completion of the in-cepth 


- study which is needed to determine the 


need of the volunteer services, and to 
boost the number of volunteers now 
involved by an additional 125. 


The program which began in 1969 now 
includes over 600 school volunteers who 
are serving over 85,000 Columbus 
school students. 

These services are now provided 
through six separate volunteer 
programs which include one serving 
pre-kindergarten students in 23 schools, 
a reading tutoring program in 13 
elementary schools, a school health 
program in 13 elementary schools, and 
a minihumanities program. The mini- 
humanities program helps 
disadvantaged students in five schools. 
Volunteers encourage students to 
pursue their education, and proved 
them with individual assistance. 

To be included this fall is a 
community resources which 
will be made available to all 
elementary schools this September. 
This program calls for volunteers with 
special. skills and talents to visit 
classrooms to help enrich the 
educational and cultural program,

Nicotine Fit Cure Is 
Possible Through Clinic 


IF YOU’RE trying to give ap smoking and a 
“nicotine fit’ strikes, take a shower, or 
smoke in an unpleasant place where you'll 
enjoy it less, or chew gum. 

These suggestions to help 
smokers kick the habit offered in a smoking 
withdrawal clinic for employees at Ohio State 
University’s Dodd Hall. 

THE CLINIC is a part of an 
project aimed at health at the 72- 
bed rehabilitation hospital. It is funded by a 
$1,150 grant frorn the American College of 
Radiology and the National Clearninghouse 
for Smoking and Health. 

“For health personnel to smoke cigarettes 
not only sets a bad example for patients, it is 
contradictory for those who are engaged in 
preserving and restoring health,” says Dr. 
Ernes W. Johnson, co-director of the anti- 
smoking campaign and chairman of physical 
medicine at Dodd Hall. Dr. Sidney Nelson, 
chairman of the radiology department, is also 
co-director 


WHILE MOST of Dodd _ Hall’s 
approximately 170 employees don’t smoke 
cigarettes, the nearly 40 who do are the 
subject of an attempt to educate them about 
the health hazards of smoking and offering 
them ways to quit through the withdrawal 
clinic run by thee Dodd Hall staff 
psychologists. 

Dr. Robert J. Timms, chief psychologist at 
Dodd Hall and an assistant professor of 
physical medicine, said: ‘We're showing 
films and discussing what smoking does to the 
body and what changes to expect when 
quitting—nervousness, for example. The 
group sessions provide encouragement and 


means to quit. Each person must make up his 
own mind to stop smoking. 

“WE’VE HELD five sessions Monday 
through Friday. and we'll have follow-up 


meetings about once a week to the middle of . 


August to help participants stay off 


cigarettes.” 
ach smoker in the sessions is trying to find 


ways to avoid smoking that work for him, he * 


said. For many, physical activity—sports, 
housework, or a hobby—is a good means to 
avoid smoking, he said. 

“We've demonstrated a way to relax the 
muscles as well and suggested drinking low- 
calorie beverages when they crave a 
cigarette. The myth that quitting 
means gaining weight isn’t true as long as 
eating habits rernain the same.” 


ASSISTED by Jeff Sylvester and Peter 

Vicente, both staff psychologists at the 
hospital, Dr. Timms said smokers’ 
withdrawal clinics are increasing across the 
country. . 
“The clinics usually record a success rate 
of about one-third of the participants. We 
started out with 15 people Monday and we 
have five who are successfully quitting 
smoking,” he said. 


Besides the clinic, the anti-smoking project 
involves a survey of staff members to 
determine their smoking habits and potential 
for quitting, offering chest X-rays for all 
smokers, posters, films and other means to 
inform smokers about the hazards of 
smoking, and a final evaluation of smoking 
habits after the project concludes in 
September.

natural environment.

State Highway Patrol 
Assisted 46,598 


According to Colonel Robert M. 
Chiaramonte, members of the Ohio State 
Highway Patrol provided assistance to 46,596 
motorists experiencing trouble on Ohio’s 
highways during the month of June this year. 


A statewide survey of the Interstate 
system, where most problems occur, reveals 
that it took Patrolmen an average of 7% 
minutes to respond to calls for aid. 


June alone produced a 63 percent increase 
in this service over last year and since 
January 1, 1973 the Patrol has aided 213,741 
motorists, 65 percent more than the same 
period of 1972. 

The Colonel pointed out that, while 


primarily considered an enforcement 
organization, the Patrol also has a 
responsibility to control traffic on Ohio 
highways and see to the well being and 
protection of highway users. Vehicular 
failures often create a hazardous traffic 
situation or place occupants in jeopardy. 
Thus it is in the best interest of all to get these 
motorists on their way or to a place of safety 
as quickly as possible. 

“We cannot respond this quickly in all 
cases,” Colonel Chiaramonte said. ‘Officers 
are often handling accident investigations or 
other emergencies which have a first priority. 
However, it is the Patrol’s goal to provide aid 
at the earliest possible moment.”

VA Services To Continue 
Despite Destroyed Records 


ANY DAMAGE to service records in the 
July 12 fire at the military records center in 
St. Louis, will have no impact on the 13- 
million veterans and dependents currently 
receiving Veterans Administration benefits. 

This assurance was given today by Donald 
E. Johnson, Administrator of Vetrans Affairs. 

VA records for those now receiving benefits 
are maintained mostly at the agency’s 57 
regional offices throughout the nation, and 
also at VA's 169 hospitals and two insurance 
centers. 

VA does operate its own records processing 
center in the St Louis area, but this is Jocated 
about 10 miles from the firedamaged 
military records unit. This VA center serves 
as a repository for records of older veterans 
and veneficiaries no longer receiving VA 
payments or benefits, 

The VA, Johnson said. also maintains other 
backup files containing essential, though not 
complete, military service information, 
which would prove helpful in processing any 
new applications for benefits from veterans 
whose military records might have been 
destroyed in the fire. 

SINCE 1968, The VA data processing center 
at Austin, Texas, has computer master 
records on some Vietnam Era 
veterans discharged since that~ date. 


Computerized master index records are also 
maintained by the VA in Washington on more 
than 32-million veterans living and dead. 

These backup records contain information 
on date and branch of service, character of 
discharge and other information necessary 
for VA to adjudicate claims for such benefits 
as G.I. Bill training, G.I. loans, VA pensions 
and VA medical and hospital care. 

VETERANS primarily affected would be 
those applying in the future for VA service- 
connected disability compensation whose 
military medical records may have been 
destroyed in the fire. 

Even if these medical records are not 
duplicated elsewhere in the military system, 
VA would have an alternative way of 
developing the veteran’s claim, VA would 
already know if the veteran had basic 
eligibility as far as period of service and 
character of discharge is concerned. 

For additional information needed, VA 
could check the veteran for any record copies 
or data he might have kept, could request 
itary buddies who witnessed the disability, 
and fron military doctors and hospitals 
treating the veteran. A current VA medical 
exatnination Would 
establish the present extent of the 
disability.

HOW TO USE PORK 


Ever see those little jars of 
pork chuncks and prk rind in 
sporting goods stores? Those 
pieces of preserved pork have 
been used for years to catch 
fish in places where most 
other lures can’t be fished at 
all. 

Properly handled they 
seem to come alive in the 
water and become a very 
deadly lure for those 
largemouth bass you hear 
wallering in the wed beds and 
lilly pads. 

NEXT TIME your spinners 
or spoons aren’t catching 
fish, try hooking on a strip of 
pork rind, or try a pork chunk 
with your weedless spoon, it 
can make a big differeance. 
Here’s how to catch bass in 
those impossible spots. 

Us a weedless hook with a 
prk chunck, cast it in those 
open pockets in weedy areas 
and most important, hold 
your rod up to a seventy 
degree angle when 
retrieving, this keeps the 
pork chunk skipping across 
the water and over lily pads. 

To keep it skipping like,a 
surface lure, start you 
retrieve just as soon as the 
pork chunk hits the surface, 
and remember to hold your 
rod tip up while retrieving.

Sunglasses Helpful 
For Catching Fish 


Sunglasses can help you 
catch more fish. Not only are 
they important in relieving 
eye strain and providing 
better vision when operating 
a fishing boat, but they can 
also open a new world of 
underwater sight. 

The best way to eliminate 
glare and improve un- 
derwater vision is with a set 
of darkened, polarizing lens. 
Polarization forms light 
waves into definite patterns, 
thereby reducing glare and 
permitting anglers to see 
below the water surface. 

Fishing experts on Mercury 
outboard’s recreation staff 
have learned that what they 
see below water influences 
where they fish and the lures 
they use, and helps them see 
fish in time to plan their 
fishing strategy. 

It requires some knowledge 
of coloration to spot fish 
underwater, Almost all fish 
use color as a form of 
camouflage. This occurs 
either as counter shading or 
as disruptive coloration. 

Counter shading is the color 


difference of a fish when 
viewed from benath and 
above. From above most fish 
are dark-colored, and this 
corresponds with the color of 
water (over stream and lake 
beds) when viewed from 
above. 

If you go beneath the 
surface and look up, water 
appears bright — and fish are 
correspondingly light-colored 
underneath. 

Disruptive coloration is the 
matching of a fish’s side and 
back colors to his favorite 
habitat; rocks, stumps and 
sunken logs for bass, weed 
beds for pike, and gravel- 
bottomed streams for trout. 

Disruptive coloration 
blends the fish into the 
background and it is nearly 
impossible to see some fish 
from above or at the side. 

Seeing fish in time to 
prevent them being 
frightened away by your 
approach is important. The 
Mercury fishing staff 
suggests you study pictures of 
fish until their color patterns 
become familiar,

Water sports spell danger for all of us. 


I almost hate to wri 
time—with 
should spell only fun and 

But it's impossible to 


te that sentence. Vacation 


its swimming and boating pleasures— 


joy. 
underestimate the risks we 


all face when we take to the water. 


This summmer, some 
8,000 people may lose their 
lives through drowning. That 
figure is based on the Na- 
tional Safety Council’s statis- 
tics for recent years. 

Don’t let it happen to you 
or any member of your 
family. 

First, a special word 
about children; Younger ones 
should always have adult su- 
pervision whether in your 
backyard wading pool or at 
your community pool as well 
as at lakes, rivers and the 
seashore. And as early as pos- 
sible, children should have 
lessons in swimming, diving 
and lifesaving. 

Second, here are sug- 
gestions that apply to us all, 

e Never swim alone; 

e Do not swim if you are 
chilled, overheated or over- 
tired; : 

e@ Do not go into the water 
until an hour after eating; 

» Never dive into unfamil- 
iar water without first check- 
ing its depth; 

e Avoid ducking and other 
horseplay in the water; 

e Dv not stay in the water 
when a storm threatens; 

e Call for help only if you 
need it, never as a “gag”; 

e Know how to rescue 
someone and give artificial 
respiration; 

e Do not stay in the water 


after dark, except at a well- 
lit pool with a lifeguard on 
duty; 

e Do not try to swim 
further than you can manage 
safely without exhaustion; 

elf you are a non-swim- 
mer, stay out of deep water 
unless you are wearing an ap- 
proved lifesaving device (not 
just an inflated toy tube). 

Boating can be perilous, 
too, so here are basic safety 
rules for handling non-pow- 
ered boats, such as canoes, 
rafts, rowboats: 

e Do not overload your 
boat with too many pas- 
sengers; 

e Be certain you have all 
necessary equipment: oars or 
paddles; ropes, boat hooks, 
anchor, first-aid kit, life pre- 
servers for everyone; 

e Do not stand up in the 
boat; 

e Check with the weather 
bureau before joing out; 

elf the boat overturns, 
hang onto it until help comes 
(unless you are approaching 
a rapids); 

e Do not try a risky water 
expedition (white-waler ca- 
noeing, for instance) w 8 
you're experienced Jngttios 
familiar with the river you'll 
be traveling.

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Columbus fourth graders have 
recorded the highest scores in 
thé history of the 1 systern’s city- 
wide testing program this year, 
bo yen to 1973 test results. 

@ results are showing that 57.1 per 

t of the 7,800 fourth graders in the 

system scored at or above their 

own grade level on the 1973 

achievement tests in arithmetic 
coinputations. 


This score was an increase of 14 per 
ceht Over that recorded by last year’s 
pig pera ae deta seg 
over fourth grade score for 1968, 


The 1973 eighth grade recorded the 

artithmetic compuations score 

any eighth grade since that of 1968, 
with the sixth graders making gains 
over scores recorded last year. 

Arithmetic computations is one of 
five areas of basic learning in which 
Over 38,500 students in grades four 
through eight were tested as part of the 
citywide testing program. 

Results in the report for the other 

areas in which students were tested 
showed sizeable gains recorded by 1973 
fourth and eighth graders in arithmetic 
concepts. 
Forty nine and four tenths percent of 
fourth graders at or above grade level 
on the 1973 tests is the highest score 
recorded by a fourth grade in math 
concepts since the start of the testing 
program. 

The percentage of eighth graders 
at or above grade level in math 
concepts in 1973 was 42.4 per cent, is an 
increase over the 38.4 per cent for last 
year’s eighth grade. 

Test resuits in the area of arithmetic 
applications revealed an encouraging 

from the trend in the results 
of tests in that area in previous years. 


For the first time in the testing 
program’s history, the percentage of 
1973 eighth graders at or above grade 
level was higher than that recorded by 
the same class as seventh graders the 
year before. 

The 1973 results show 38.4 per cent of 
the eighth grade are at or above their 
own grade level, which is a substantial 
increase over the. 33.7 per. cent figure 
recorded by the same class as seventh 
graders during the 1971-71 school year. 

The results from the reading 
comprehension tests show gains by 
three of the five grades tested over the 
scores recorded last year. 

The gains include an increaseof 6.2 per 
cent in thepercentage of eighth 


preserved articles and jelly. 


graders scoring at or above grade level 
in 1973 compared with last year’s eighth 
grade class, Gains were also recorded 
in reading comprehension by fourth 
and fifth graders. 

In the final testing area, reading 
vocabulary, results of the five grades 
tested fell below last year’s scores by 
percentage drops ranging from 5.8 per 
cent at the sixth grade level to .9 per 
cent for fifth graders. 

The achievement tests covered by the 
report were administered this year, for 
the first time, in October, then again in 
April. The city-wide testing program 
was previously conducted only each 
October. 


The revision in testing times was the 
prime recommendation of an 18 
member committee of teachers, 
principals and central office 
administrators appointed by 
Superintendent Dr. John Ellis in April, 
1972, to make a thorough revision of the 
city-wide testing program. 

The change was made in an effort to 
have test results put to greater use in 
instructional planning and meeting the 
needs of individual students. - 

The new testing times will allow the 
test results to be returned to a student’s 
present teacher before the end of the 
school year, as well as to be sent on to 
the pupil’s new teacher for the coming 
year.

Highway Marking System 
Not A ‘Madness’ Method 


VERY FEW motorists realize that there is 
a method to the “madness” by which high- 
ways are numbered for identification in this 
country. 

“Most drivers believe that U.S. and in- 
terstate highways are numbered arbitrarily, 
without rhyme or reason, and therefore 
motoring in unfamiliar parts of the country 
becomes largely a matter of guess and map 
work," says Don Costa, safety director of the 
Allstate Motor Club. <2 

..“ACTUALLY, the numbering system used 
for highway identification is designed with a 

in mind and quite simple.” 

“Interstate expressways and U.S. high- 
ways use even numbers to identify east-west 
routes, and odd numbers for north-south 
routes,” Costa e:

“Three digit interstate route numbers, 
which usually signify a bypass or through 
route to major cities, are just as easy to 
comprehend,” Costa explained.

BAD DAY AT WOODVILLE 

Thinking of air pollution, we bring to mind belching 
stacks or smogbound cars. A very real problem, not made by 
combustion, is the harm done by fugitive dust, The term 
“fugitive dust” is used for the many particulate types that 
defy other descriptions. Road dust, quarry dust, dust seepage 
from industry are all included in this terminology. 

A classic example of fugitive dust is found at Woodville, 
Ohio in Sandusky County. There, for years, a lime plant has 
bellowed lime particles across the town both from stacks and 


from handling methods. 


IN A LETTER from Mrs. Carlton Giesler to the Pollution 
Hot-Line this June, the agony of living near such an outfall is 
described. She sent color pictures of the stacks in operation 
and a car that had sat on private property for two hours 
downwind of the plant. Evidence of the fugitive lime dust is 


very apparent. 


Continued breathing of too much of any foreign substances 
mechanisms 


is bad for the very delicate 
Giesler and everyone else in 


Mrs. 


Woodville have a right to a 


healthy life without leaving town to get it. 

THE MAYOR of Woodville, in a mood to appease the lime 
industry, offered to sweep the streets twice a week with 
taxpayer’s money to clean up the residue of lime dust stirred 
up by every passing car. This has never been done, according 
to Mrs. Giesler, Although Ohio law requires the lime plant to 
be in compliance with air quality standards by April 1, 1975, 
residents can see no possible way they can survive the next 


two years.

SPOON FISHING 

One of the all time bass 
getter is the weedless spoon, 
weedless because of the 

pring wire that covers the 
point of the hook. 

When you hear ol’ big 
mouth wallering in the weed 
beds, lilly pads or back in the 
reed grass the weedless spoon 
is an ideal lure. 

Choosing the right spoon for 
the waters you fish is not 
difficult. 

But what’s really good to 
remember is that spoons with 
the smallest blade area will 
sink faster and cast easier 

,against strong wind. 

I've found the two and three 
inch spoons I use are about 
the sarne size of the minnows 
and bait fish common to the 
water I'm fishing. The same 
i spoon with larger blade 
area will sink slower and 
allow a slow retrieve. You 
can control depth when 
retrieving spoons by lowering 
and raising your rod tip. 

Always remember to cast 
your spoon out beyond the 

spot where you think that big 
one might be laying, then you 
won't chance scaring him off.

USMANU MUHAMMADU 
from Nigeria is one of those to 
work here for a year. As a 
social worker he interviews 
people of the community at 
ECCO Family Health Center, 
who come in for medical 
treatment, to see.if they need 
any other help. If they need 
food, for instance, he will 
refer them to the Welfare 
Department who will give 
them food. 

Sometimes he may find 
that a client has already 
applied for welfare, and the 
case is pending, but in the 
meantime, he needs food. 
Muhammadu must then 
apply to emergency food 
sources on his client’s behalf. 

Muhammadu says that in 
Nigeria a social worker such 
as he is could requistion aid 
from other agencies and take 
care of his client’s emergency 
needs right from his own 
office. > 

A FORMER school teacher 
for six years in his homeland, 
he is leaving behind his wife 
and three children in order to 
learn more here about social 
welfare services in general 
and also prision work. 

Because Muahammadu 
comes from a _ country 
situated on the equator, he 
has never seen snow. He 
hates the unpredictability of 
Ohio weather, especially the 
unpredicted rain. He says 
that in his country, one half of 
the year is dry and one half 
rainy. There is no in- 
between. 

The soft-spoken Nigerian 
has lived in a number of 
homes since he came to 
Columbus. He has been one 
month with a Worthington 
family, one month on Cordell 
Ave., and at present lives 
with the Ray Gonzales 
family, 2762 Reinhard Ave in 
German Village. On July 29 
he moves again, going to stay 
with a Worthington family for 
three weeks. 

His last nine months here 
he will be in an apartment in 
the OSU district. He loves 
living with families but hates 
to keep changing homes. 

INDRA BAI Gopal is a 
petite young lady from 
Singapore who has the highly 
unlikely-sounding job of 
probation officer. She works 
with prison inmates and their 
families, while they are in 
prison and after their release. 

Indra was sent to this 
country to learn . drug 
program rehabilitation 
methods, and works mostly 
with Curtis Richardson, 
director of the Human 
Resources Outpatient Drug 
Program at “The House on 
Broad,’”’ as the program 
headquarters at 994 K. Broaa 
is known. 

The drug problem, chiefly 
among those 15 to 19 years 
old, is not as acute as it is in 
the U.S. but they are working 
to control it before it does.
